Issue sermon by the late Bishop 


Nicholson, ‘‘How Christ 
Makes the Poor Rich,” is a condensation 
of a series of three sermons on the same 
text which he preached some years ago 
in his great church in Philadelphia. In 
making the abridgment, we read and 
re-read the series several times, and each 
time with an added spiritual thrill. How 
they exalted the Saviour, and strength- 
ened the faith and quickened the hope 
of believers in His name! Nowadays 
very few sermons of such character and 


strengtli seem to be preached to the 
people. 

It is fitting that Bishop Nicholson’s 
sermon should be followed by the close 


and almost indignant argument of the 


veteran scholar Mr. Reid, on the virgin 
birth of Christ. Sunday-school teachers 
especially should not fail to read it in 
view the occasion for its writing, 
though we should wish them to particu- 
larly note that Mr. Reid does not charge 
the author he names with denying the 
Virgin birth. As we read that author 
in the Westminster Teacher, he was

That periodical is a mouthpiece of 
Modernism or Liberalism, which in its 
final outcome is nothing less than a 
denial of ‘‘the only Lord God and our 
Lord Jesus Christ.”

A writer in the Boston Evening Tran- 
script in reviewing Jesus Christ and the 
Modern Challenge, by Frederic C. Spurr, 

president of the National 
Brainless Council of Evangelical 
Thinking Churches of Great Britain, 

admits that he is a candid 
and persuasive writer, but denies his 
thesis that Christianity depends entirely 
upon Christ. ‘‘Christianity,’’ the re- 
viewer says, ‘“‘is life according to an 
eternal principle bound up in the very 
being of God. It would be true if Jesus 
of Nazareth had never lived, or if He 
had been entirely forgotten. * * * 
Christianity does not depend for its 
credentials on any historic fact.” 

We reply by asking, What is the 
definition or meaning of the word 
‘Christianity’? Does it not mean that 
form of religion or group of religious 
dogmas arising from the life and teachings 
of Jesus Christ? But who was Jesus 
Christ and where and where only, is 
the record of His life and teachings to 
be found? The four Gospels is the 
answer, whose roots lie buried in the 
Old Testament scriptures. And if some 
would object that the Old Testament 
scriptures, or even the four Gospels, 
are too voluminous and difficult for the 
average mind to search and generalize 
upon, then there is a very concise 
abridgment of them so far as the work 
of Christ is concerned, in the teaching 
of the apostle Paul, the first and the 
greatest exponent of Christianity who 
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ever lived. The apostle is addressing the 
church at Corinth, and he says: 


‘“Moreover, brethren, I declare unto 
you the gospel which I preached unto 
you, which also ye have received, 
and wherein ye stand; by which also 
ye are saved, if ye keep in memory 
what I preached unto you, unless ye 
have believed in vain. For I delivered 
unto you first of all that which I also 
received, how that Christ died for our 
sins according to the scriptures; and 
that he was buried, and that he rose 
again the third day according to the 
Scriptures; and that he was seen of 
Cephas, then of the twelve’’ (1 Cor. 
15:1-5). 


That Christianity is altogether false, 
is an intelligible proposition. Jesus 
Christ may never have lived, to say 
nothing of having died and risen again 
as Paul says, but to say that Christianity 
would be just as true if the latter were 
the case, is an evidence of thinking 
without a base. 

Of course ‘‘Christianity is life,’’ but 
it is life that comes to realization in a 
human soul through faith in a historic 
person and the historic facts associated 
with that person. Of course, that life 
is ‘‘an eternal principle bound up in the 
very being of God,” but it is an eternal 
principle that acted on behalf of man 
when ‘‘God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.’’ 

It is not the book review in the Tran- 
script only, which gives cause for this 
editorial—few of our readers have seen 
or will care anything about that. But 
the opinion which the reviewer holds is 
rapidly gaining headway in the false 
religious thinking of the day and all 
of us need to be on our guard against it. 


That the hand of God is seen in the 
history of nations is generally believed 
even outside of the inner circle of Chris- 


tian believers and 
Japan’s Bible students, and that

even in the present time, 
blessing some and 
visiting disfavor upon 
others, is also very generally believed. 
Therefore we are not surprised to find 
some observers alluding to Japan’s recent 
affliction as in some way connected with 
or resultant from her treatment of China 
and Korea. As to this we dare not speak, 
but prefer to think of Japan as arising 
from her ashes before long in every way 
a better country than before. Especially 
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would we hope that her affliction might 
make her more ready to receive the 
gospel and that the church might be 
able to send her more missionaries who 
would really preach the gospel, ‘‘not in 
the wisdom of men but in the power of 
(sod.”’ 

The motive of this cditorial however, is 
simply to emphasize the thought of the 
far-reaching changes on the world theater 
which may take place at any time as 
the consequence of a convulsion § of 
nature, sudden and swift, no matter 
whether men attribute it to Ged or to 
blind force, To illustrate, a_ political 
writer of sdme note assures us that in a 
broad way, the Japanese disaster is 
bound to effect tremendously the whole 
trend of international politics in her quar- 
ter of the globe, ard for the time, remove

Meanwhile, he gees

destinies of Asia. 
on to say that because of it, China sees 
a new Gay dawning for her. 

Just think of this a moment, and all 
of it oc¢urring in so brief a period, ard 
with no, human initiative to explain it 
and no power from any human hand to 
prevent it! 

The writer referred to, J. B. Powell, in 
the Chicago Tribune, marshalls his argu- 
ments, industrial, financial ard political, 
to sustain his prediction; but impressive 
as they are, our interest is not in them 
so much as in their bearing on the 
integrity of the Bible as the Word of 
God. For not only has the Bible foretold 
these things as taking place on the earth 
down to the end of the age, but it has 
definitely linked them up with the fall 
and iniquity of man, from the eternal 
consequences of which there is deliverance 
only through the blood atonement of 
the Son of God. 

The newspaper story of Japan’s earth- 
quake reads like a chapter, more than 
one indeed, in the book of Revelation. 
Take the sixteenth chapter for example, 
at the twelfth “And the sixth 
angel poured out his vial upon the great 
river Euphrates; and the water thereof 
was dried up, that the way of the kings 
of the east might be prepared.’”” Men 
lift their eyebrows at that statement, 
the water of the great river dried up to 
make its bed a highway for the march 
of armies! And yet is it essentially 
different in its nature from current 
reports about Japan’s naval base at 
Yokosuki? They tell us that it has been 
destroyed, and eight battleships and two 
torpedo boats rendered useless by the 
raising of the harbor floor, to say nothing 
of the burning of her naval store of oil. 

Or take the eighteenth chapter of 
Revelation which describes the judg- 
ments on restored Babylon. ‘‘Alas, alas, 
that great city * * * * for in one hour 
is thy judgment come.” ‘‘The_ mer- 
chants of the earth weep and mourn 
over her, for no man buyeth their mer-

chandise any more.” 
master and all the company in 
and sailors, and as many as trade by 
sea, stood afar off, and cried when they 
saw the smoke of her burning, * * * 
for in one hour is she made desolate.” 


The realism of these events is made

vivid by Japan’s disaster, but its spiritual 
value is in the confirmation it brings to 
other passages of Holy Scripture which 
are addressed to individuals. Those 
for example, which define the nature 
and point out the consequences of human 
guilt. And those also, bless His holy 
name, which assure us that God is merci- 
ful as well as just, and that in the Cross 
of Jesus Christ, there is salvation for all 
who come unto Ged by Him. 

May the reader of these lines, if un- 
saved, be convicted by the things that 
are taking place around him, and today, 
if he will hear God’s voice, harden not 
his heart.

He did not regard 
this with any apprehension, but he felt 
obliged to say, and it is for this reason 
that we refer to him just now, he felt 
obliged to say that the Labor Party, 
if it came to power tomorrow, would 
probably be set on its own material 
advantage, just as the propertied class 
had been set on securing its property 
for itself.

Education is greatly to be desired, and 
the best that American universities have 
to offer is none too good for the working- 
man, who happily has an easy oppor- 
tunity to get it if his mind runs that way, 
but what will it avail if his heart is not 
changed?

How Christ Makes the Poor Rich 


By the Late Bishop William R. Nicholson, D.D., of the Reformed Episcopal Church, Philadelphia, Pa 


EXT: ‘Ye know the grace of our 

Lord Jesus Christ, that though he 

was rich, yet for your sakes he 

became poor, that ye through his 
poverty might become rich.”’ 2 Corinthians 
8:9 

Grace means unmerited favor. The 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ was so 
favoring, loving, condescénding to us, 
that though He was rich, yet He became 
poor in order that we, sinful and un- 
deserving as we were, might through His 
poverty become rich. Ye know this 
grace, says the apostle to the Christian 
believers at Corinth; it is a fact in your 
experience; something whose sweetness 
you have actually tasted in your personal 
life. 

Paul is using these words to stir up 
the Corinthians to liberal gifts for the 
poor saints at Jerusalem. Had Plato 
been able to utter them, it would have 
made him more than the dreamy writer 
of his “‘Ideal Republic,”’ for then he would 
have spoken to the hearts and con- 
sciences of men, not to their romanticism, 
and his life would have been filled with a 
manifold efficiency.

Jesus Christ Was Rich 

Personally He must have been rich, 
otherwise there were no analogy in Paul’s 
appeal. If Jesus Christ did not part with 
some riches that were personally His 
own, how could Paul have used Him as 
an example to move the Corinthians to 
part with some riches personally their 
own? 

But this personal riches of Christ, 
what could it, or what could they have 
been? They could not have been any- 
thing which He possessed during or 
within His earthly life. Here He was 
not rich before becoming poor. As the 
son of Mary, earlier or later, He had not 
where to lay His head, and from first 
to last He was ‘‘a man of sorrows and 
acquainted with grief.’’ He must have 
had another life before this in which He 
was rich before He became poor. He 
must have had riches in heaven which 
He laid aside when He became incarnate. 
And they must have been riches which 
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He could lay aside voluntarily, as an 
act of His own will. 

Jesus Christ, remember, was no crea- 
ture angel who came to be the Saviour 
of men, but God’s only begotten Son, 
very God of very God. Never could 
He cease to be God, therefore the riches 
He laid aside must have consisted in 
certain things appertaining, but yet not 
essential, to the Godhead. He never 
put off the being and perfections of God. 
He could not have done that. In His 
state of poverty, He both claimed to be 
God and wrought as God, and exposed 
Himself to stoning because of it. 

Christ’s Particular Glory 

The suggestion that Christ had such 
personal riches is found in His petition 
at the close of His earthly life: ‘Now, 
O Father, glorify thou me with thine 
own self, with the glory which I had 
with thee before the world was” (John 
17:5). Glory is manifested brightness, 
distinction, honor, grandeur in display. 
He had a particular glory of this kind in 
heaven, the visible state of God, the 
appearing majesty of the Almighty, 
the external splendor outshining from the 
inherent splendor of the Deity, and this 
was the riches that He gave up in order 
to become poor. 

Can any one imagine the sensation 
of heaven at this eclipse of His glory 
when, as Paul wrote to the Philippians, 
He sank into the form of a servant? 
What a vacuum was left! No wonder 
the angels felt that deep interest in the 
plan of human redemption of which 
Peter speaks. No wonder that they 
sang their sublimest music at His advent 
to the earth! 

During the period of His self-abase- 
ment, Jesus did on one occasion reclothe 
Himself with His true splendor—in 
the transfiguration, and after His ascen- 
sion a sight of it blessed the eyes of 
martyred Stephen. Saul saw it on the 
way to Damascus. John saw it on the 
isle of Patmos, and thousand thousands 
now behold it as He sitteth at the right 
hand of His Father. Yes, and the whole 
world shall attest it when He comes 
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again ‘‘with his mighty angels in flaming 
fire.”’ 

This glory He laid aside, this light Hi 
extinguished, this manifestation of Him. 
self He suspended to save sinners. He 
stooped as none but God could stoop 
He loved as none but God could love. 

But oh, what a damning thing must 
sin be, and the sinner without Christ 
how helplessly he must be lost, 
this true!

But, take note, He did not give uy 
His right to those riches, but merely the 
use of them. The right to them vested 
in Him as God.

He 
did not choose to exhibit Himself as He 
had done before. For a while He quench- 
ed the radiance of the light still within 
Him as in a fountain of light.

What Makes Men Poor 
Now that which makes us poor in 
ourselves is reflected back to us fr-m 
the poverty of Jesus Christ, from ‘hat 
final stage of His debasement to wich 
all the others were but introductory, 
namely, His bearing our sins. As in 
this way He would relieve us from our 
poverty, therefore our poverty is in the 
fact that we are sinful—sinful in the self 
of each one of us.

Such, then, is the scriptural character 
of human nature. 
What Sin Is 
Sin, as an energizing principle of evil 
has impregnated it, and densely populated 
it with its own foul progeny of evil 
desires. A man’s natural self is the 
threads running lengthwise, which are 
the foundation of the web; sin is the 
threads running crosswise, intertwining 
and knotting together the whole, and so 
making the web; and those crossthreads 
cannot be taken out except in the destruc- 
tion of the very fabric. Multitudes of 
the most amiable of men, having been 
aroused into profound self-consciousness 
by the Spirit of God, have come to adopt 
as their own every word in

as a man, He still more | 
humbled Himself and_ be- 
came obedient unto death 
—even the death of the 
cross (Phil. 2:5-8). 

This was how He now 
appeared: from being in 


the manner of God, He be- 
came man. And thence He 
endured  privation and 
want. And thence again 
He became the object of 
most shocking indignities 
by men, and of keenest in- 
flictions of anguish by His 
own ‘Father.

In these four particulars 
we mark the continuous

—deep succeeding to deep, 
till human thought grows 
dizzy in an effort to look 
down to the bottom of the 
lowest deep of all. And so, 
not only as being in ob- 
scuration, not only as be- 
ing without the personal 
effulgence, but as positive- 
ly humiliated in both pos- 
ture and presence, did He 
stand forth the observed of 
all heaven.

vileness, the mouthpiece of 
the noble Paul himself. 

| Surely, if within the 
range of thought there is a 
condition entitled to be 
called poverty, this is the 
one. What a man is toward 
his God is everything that 
the man is. God alone can 
be the true life and joy 
of the soul; and, if He be 
not so, that soul is cut off 
from all real good and 
blesedness. And to have a 
nature which is itself a liv- 
ing piece of enmity to God, 
which enmity cannot be 
overcome, except in the 
destruction of the nature— 
this is to be very abject 
in creation. All other pov- 
erty is the figure, this is the 
substance; all other is a 
shadow, this is “the black- 
ness of darkness.” 

But joy to the poor, if 
only they will receive it, for 
this our state of poverty 
may all be reversed and we 
become rich! Our condition 
touched the heart of the 
glorious Son of God, andthe 
Father’s heart too; and so 
He was sent, andso Hecame.

That Ye * * * Might Become Rich 


All men are poor according to the text, 
and none become rich unless Christ 
makes them so. The true sense of poverty 
then, is not the want of worldly goods; 
because the richest and the poorest, 
in the worldly sense, are, by the terms 
of the text, equally poor. We are poor 
In ourselves in other words, because we 
are just what we are. 

Every self must assert itself, it must 


have some outward manner and appear- 
ing as the expression of what the self 
really is. The self of Christ, indeed, 
Was deepiy disguised; and yet all the 


deprivation and the debasement of that 
disguise, because taken on for a specific 
purpose, gave expression to His real 
self, and was the result of that love for 
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the flesh is enmity against God’’; and, 
“that which is born of the flesh is flesh.” 
Whoever is born of man is inimical to 
God, an! not only inimical, but enmity. 
Not only this or that offcast wretch 
is enmity, but human nature as a nature, 
is this enmity. 

And, as to the extent and obduracy 
of this enmity, we are told, not only that 
the mind of the flesh is not subjected 
to God, but that it cannot be made sub- 
ject; in other words, it is just sin and 
vileness through and through. 


You may say, that I am drawing a 
caricature, but I am copying that which 
is before me in the Bible. Besides, 
such extreme depth of debasement of the 
eternal Son of God was surely not de- 
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completethat there is abund- 
ant relief in Him, but no re- 
lief anywhere else. We may 
well acknowledge the sin, 
Seeing that we have the Saviour; but if 
we do not acknowledge it, we will not trust 
in Him and rely on Him as the Saviour 
for us individually; and if we do not 
that, then indeed, He is not our Saviour. 

Thus we think of the sin, to feel our 
need; we think of the sin, to know His 
preciousness; we think of the sin, how 
foul and hideous it is and how it has 
ruined us, to exult and leap for joy in the 
boundless riches He gives us. ; 

How Men Become Rich 

Now He maketh us rich by Himself 
becoming poor. How is this? When He 
gave up His riches and became poor, 
did He then confer those riches upon us? 
Such would be the way of it among men, 
but such is mot the way of it in this case. 
And why? Because those riches laid 
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aside by Christ belonged to Him as the 
eternal Son and could never be ours. 

We now touch the very pulse of the 
gospel. All His believing people are 
incorporated with Christ, made one with 
Him—organically and vitally one. This 
mysterious union is everywhere asserted. 
“Ye are in me,” said He to the disciples, 
“and I am in you.”’ ‘“‘We are members,” 
saith the apostle, “of his body, of his 
flesh, and of his bones.’’ The head is 
one with the members; the members 
could not live without the head, nor could 
the head live without ,the members. 

What Union With Christ Is 

These are Scripture illustrations, and 
they make plain to us how real a thing 
is our union with Christ, how organic 
it is, and how vital; so vital, that the 
God-Man Himself could not exist without 
the incorporation of His people with 
Himself. I speak not now of the eternal 
Son as such, but of the eternal Son as 


incarnate. He could not be incarnate, 
He could not exist as the God-Man, 
without having His people livingly a 


part of Himself. Accordingly, we are 
said to be His own fulness—His neces- 
sary complement; the fulness of Him 
who yet filleth all. 

Well, this union being so actual and 
essential a thing, His very poverty was 
our poverty. But His poverty was 
the foundation of His after-riches; not 
those riches which He laid aside; and 
which He resumed, but additional riches 
conferred upon Him by the Father as 


now the God-Man and the Redeemer. 
Now, since His poverty was our 
poverty, and that poverty laid the 
foundation for these His subsequent 
riches, so therefore these very riches 
are our riches too. 
The amazing wisdom of God! We 


are poor—wretchedly, sinfully poor; to 
make us rich we are first made poor 
again,—poor in Christ; and then out of 
that poverty we necessarily come forth 
rich,—rich in Christ. 

I have said that because of this union, 
Christ’s poverty was our poverty; and 
so the Scriptures expressly state. “I 
was crucified with Christ,”’ the 
apostle; and again, ‘“‘We died with Christ

Paul, of Augustine or

What Is Demanded of an Ideal Man? 


While this does not meet ‘“‘the question 
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before the house,”’ yet of such a man we 
demand that He shall be at least abso- 
lutely truthful and transparent, indulging 
in no tricks or deception. He, this ideal 
man, said that He came forth from God 
and went to God; that He was the Son 
of God in a unique sense. If our friends 
of Union Seminary (New York) and 
Chicago and Harvard divinity schools 
do not so understand His plain words, 
His contemporaries assuredly did, as 
we have seen (John 5:18; 10:33,36). 

Now (1) if He knew that He was not 
what He claimed to be, He lied (John 
8:55), and a deliberate liar, a conscious 
impostor, a perjurer, is not an “‘ideal 
example”’ for us or for any one. 

(2) If He did not know but was Him- 
self the victim of delusion, of fanaticism, 
then a crazy lunatic, a fanatic like Dowie, 
or Schlatter, is not an “ideal example,” 
nor are His words to be accepted as 
models of wisdom, or as rules for our 
faith, or conduct. His miracles fall to 
the ground, are inexplicable unless 


stamped as charlatanism or as plain 
frauds. His exalted utterances are 
bombast!

“Oh, no! no!’ they exclaim. ‘You 
are too extreme!

Proof That Jesus Is the Son of God

NE DAY as Jesus came into the 

coasts of Caesarea-Philippi, he 

asked a most pointed question, 

and one that floods our day with 
light that is God-given—‘‘Who do men 
say that I, the Son of man, am?” 

Note the answer. ‘“‘Some say thou 
art John the Baptist (the guilty con- 
science of wicked Herod cried out, ‘This 
is John whom I beheaded’), others, 
Jeremiah, or one of the prophets.” 

Jesus now puts the question more 
directly. You who know me best, ‘‘Who 
say ye that I am?” 

Peter gives the answer for the entire 
group of disciples, so that it comes to 
us as the verdict of a jury of twelve men. 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God.” 

The answer is full, concise, definite, 
complete. All is told that we could 
possibly ask or expect to be told. 

But there is another fact that we must 
notice. Jesus adds a weight of testimony 
that ought to convince every thinking 
mind. ‘Flesh and blood hath not re- 
vealed it unto thee, but my Father which 
is in heaven.” 

Fuller answer covld not be desired. 
It is impossible to tell more. We have 
the answer of those who heard what 
the current opinion of the world was. 
We have the verdict of Peter, of the 
disciples, the friends who knew and 


loved Him best, and in addition, we 
have Jesus’ added testimony, that God 
had made known to the disciples that 
He was the Son of God. 

The Roman soldier as he rode away 
from the cross, also tells us, ‘Truly this 
was the Son of God.” 

The thief has left the same testimony, 
and the answer given to the man on the 
cross by Christ Himself agrees with it. 

In John 5:18 we read, ‘Therefore 
the Jews sought the more to kill him, 
because he not only had broken the 
Sabbath, but also said, that God was 
his (Greek text idion, his own) Father, 
making himself equal with God.’’ 

We have another witness to this same 
fact, the last witness one would expect. 
It is found in Luke 4:33, 34 and Mark 
1:23. A man who had an unclean spirit, 
cried out with a loud voice, saying, ‘‘Let 
us alone, what have I to do with thee, 
thou Jesus of Nazareth? Art thou come 
to destroy us? I know thee, who thou 
art, the Holy One of God.” 

What a testimony! Men say, we do 
not know Him. The Devil says, ‘‘Thou 
Jesus of Nazareth, the Holy One of God.”’

Paul adds this testimony, and all who 
love Him know it is true. “I know whom 
I have believed, and am_ persuaded, 
that he is able to keep that which I have 
committed unto him against that day.’ 

I believe that ‘‘Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of the living God.’”’ He is Truth 
Light, Life and Love, world maker and 
world redeemer, The Saviour of the 
World. 

What is my part? What must I do’ 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and for so doing salvation ‘‘has come to 
this house.” 

It is our duty as saved men and women 
to pray for those who do not know Him 
as Lord and Saviour, that they also may 
come into this knowledge and love ant 
serve Him, whom to know aright is life 
everlasting.

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that courtesy can render when one has 
been placed under kindly obligation 
to another, and yet many receive God’s 
rich blessings and enjoy his gracious 
benefits who never give expression to 
any feeling of gratitude for the same.

Where Would D. L. Moody Stand?

-Y attention has been called 
to an article in The Chris- 
tian Century of July 12, 1923, 
entitled, ‘‘Where Would Mr. 
Moody Stand?” In this article The Chris- 
tian Century pursues the policy so charac- 
teristic of it, that of misrepresenting, 
maligning and sneering at those who 
stand for the fundamental doctrines 
of our faith. The article is skillfully 
written and will probably appeal to 
a considerable part of the constituency 
of that paper, but it grossly misrepre- 
sents the facts in the case. As I organ- 
ized the Bible Institute of Chicago 
and was its superintendent through 
Mr. Moody’s entire life, and was in 
close touch with him all of the time, 
oftentimes receiving letters from him 
daily, and was in frequent protracted 
conferences with him, I know just 
what Mr. Moody’s ideas and purposes 
regarding the Institute were, and it is 
thought by many that I should write 
some reply to this bitter and abusive 
attack. 


The Moody Institute and the North- 
field Schools 

1, In this article the writer over 
and over again attempts to draw a 
contrast between the Northfield schools 
and the Moody Bible Institute with 
the professed purpose of showing how 
much more the schools at Northfield 
are in line with the methods, ideas 
and spirit of Mr. Moody than the 
school in Chicago; but I think that 
no one can read the article with any 
fair amount of discernment without 
discovering that its real aim is not to 
encourage and support Mr. Will Moody 
in his efforts to carry on the Northfield 
schools, but to awaken distrust in and 
antagonism to the Institute in Chicago. 
They are evidently simply trying to 
use Mr. Will R. Moody as a cat’s paw 
to draw their own chestnuts out of the 
fire. 

The Christian Century says: ‘‘We 
believe we have the right to interpret 
it (that is Mr. Will R. Moody’s article 
in The Kecord of Christian Work in 
which he made a declaration of North- 
field's attitude), as in reality his way of 


expressing a protest at the present use 
to which ‘he Moody Institute puts the 
Mame of his illustrious father.” 

We trust that this interpretation of 


Mr. Will R. Moody’s article is a false 
one and that he would not be guilty 
of such inlirection and disingenuousness. 


Our own ‘mpression is that Mr. Will R. 
Moody i; an honest man, and frank, 
and that if he wished to protest against 
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anything in the Moody Institute he 
would do it in a frank and open way. 

Personally I shall draw no contrast 
between the two schools. I am interested 
in both and am rejoiced at the great 
success that in some ways has attended 
Mr. Will R. Moody’s efforts to carry 
on and to increase the schools. All that 
concerns me is the unjust aspersions 
made upon the Moody Institute. I have 
had no formal connection with that 
school for many years, but I have 
never lost my interest in it and have 
a desire that justice be done to it. 

It is cheering to read the opening 
sentence of one paragraph of this attack. 
It reads, “D. L. Moody, it is freely 
conceded, was a conservative preacher 
and teacher.’’ This is especially in- 
teresting in view of the article in the 
same paper of August 2, 1923, quoting 
a letter by Paul D. Moody in which he 
declares his father ‘‘was, for those days 
a liberal!” 

Denouncing a Falsehood 


2. The Christian Century goes on 
to say, ‘“‘A superficial parallel may be 
drawn between the general system of 
doctrine taught at the Institute and 
that which Mr. Moody held. But the 
spirit and emphasis are vastly unlike.’’ 
This statement is an absolute false- 
hood so far as my acquaintance with the 
Moody Institute indicates, and with 
the teaching and spirit of Mr. Moody. 
The spirit and emphasis at the Moody 
Institute today are practically the same 
as those of Mr. Moody himself. 

Continuing, The Christian Century 
says, “‘The bitterness and unbrother- 
liness toward those who differ in minor 
matters of doctrine characteristic of the 
Institute under its present dean were 
utterly foreign and repugnant to the 
temper and methods of Mr. Moody.” 
To this I would say, that it is true 
Mr. Moody would not be bitter and 
unbrotherly toward those ‘‘who differ 
in minor matters of doctrine,’’ but so 
far as I know neither is the Institute 
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nor Dr. Gray. The statement is a 
barefaced lie and slander. 

Bitterness of the Modernists 

3. The Modernists are making a 
great deal of the alleged bitterness of 


the conservatives and the supposed 
gentleness, kindness and charity of 
the Modernists themselves. But any 


one who has kept close watch of the 
writings on both sides must know that 
the bitterest and most rancorous words 
that have been spoken have been spoken 
by these Modernists. This Moody 
article is an illustration of the mis- 
representations and character of the 
articles written by many of the Modern- 
ists. 

On the question for example of 
premillenarians and postmillenarians, of 
which this article makes so much, the 
postmillenarians have been guilty of 
the grossest misrepresentations of the 
facts in the case. For example: in a 
correspondence I had with Mr. Will T. 
Moody he told me how he had been 
informed by certain persons, whom I 
will not name because I desire to avoid 
unnecessary personalities, that the pre- 
millenarians in China were making an 
issue of that and practically refusing 
fellowship with the  postmillenarians, 
and he suggested that the Bible Union 
was being carried on in this spirit by 
the premillenarians. 


I wrote him requesting the name of 
even one _ premillenarian among our 
missionaries who was guilty of making 
the question of premillennialism a basis 
of fellowship. He was unable to give 
it, but I called his attention to specific 
instances naming the persons, where 
there had been a refusal on the part of 
the postmillenarians to send out mis- 
sionaries thoroughly qualified because 
they were premillenarians; and gave 
him facts showing that it was the post- 
millenarians who were making it an 
issue and not the premillenarians. I 
called his attention to the fact that 
Mr. Tewksbury who organized the 
Bible Union, was not sure whether 
he was a premillenarian or a_ post- 
millenarian, and that Dr. Lowrie, a 
highly honored missionary in China, 
the president of the Bible Union, was 
himself a postmillenarian, and that Dr. 
Hayes who organized a Presbyterian 
theological seminary in Shantung as a 
protest against the liberal theological 
teaching in the Shantung University 
and was one of the most active supporters 
of the Bible Union, was himself a very 
positive postmillenarian.

the students that I could send to their 
fields. One home missionary superin- 
tentdent put it in this way, ‘“‘We find 
that the men that come to us from the 
theological seminaries are of no practical 
use for two years, but that your men 
get into the work at once.’"’ Mr. Moody 
was delighted that so many of our 
students could go into regular pastorates 
and prove so efficient there.

“What Drummond himself felt about 
his Northfield visit appears in the 
following lines written some days after- 
wards: 

““*At Northfield, I felt a good 
deal out of it, and many fell upon 
and rent me. Before the close of 
the conference, J struck an orthodox 
vein and retrieved myself a little. 
But it was not a happy time.’ 


“This change ‘of vein’ was then 
only a camouflage. It shows this 
Scotchman had taken a lesson from 
Den's Theology, which teacher was a 
true, simon-pure Jesuit. 


“As to George Adam Smith’s con- 
nection with Northfield, may I be a 
bit personal? 


“At this period there lived in Kansas 
City, a Baptist preacher, Rev. John R. 
Brown, a rather well-read and brilliant 
man, whom I admired for his intellect, 
but not for his doctrinal viewpoint. 
We visited the homes of each other, 
and sometimes had hot words on Smith, 
whom he admired and I detested, for 
he and Robertson Smith honey-combed 
the Free Church of Scotland with their 
pernicious views. 


“One evening in a crowded street 
(horse) car, Brown and I being several 
‘hanging straps’ apart, he, in a rather 
loud voice which every person in the 
car heard, said: 


““*Brother Mac, did you notice in 
today’s paper that Moody, whom you 
admire so much, has invited George 
Adam Smith to lecture before the North- 
field Conference?’ 


“No reply was given, as I felt cha- 
grined at such seeming endorsement of 
Smith. Being hot of temper, I wrote 
a small tract however, Hyper-Echoes. 
As the Revell Company had previously 
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published two volumes of mine, I sent 
the manuscript to them to print. But 
what was my surprise to have the 
manuscript returned, and a_ personal 
letter signed by Mr. Revell, begging 
me not to have it printed, as my views 
of Mr. Moody were not correct. 


“A paragraph from the letter (dated 
July 27, 1899) follows: 

“‘T¥am myself not thoroughly 
posted, but my impression is that 
Mr. Smith did not appear at the 
Student’s Convention at all. He 
had visited Northfield about the 
time of the commencement exer- 
cises at the schools, and I do know 
that both Mr. Moody and Mr. 
Torrey spent an entire evening 
as well as on into the wee small 
hours of the night, in a very clear 
and positive discussion; in which 
there was anything but an endorse- 
ment of Mr. Smith’s views by 
either Mr. Moody or Mr. Torrey. 
On the other hand, it was positively 
the reverse.’ 


“It was only when I received Mr. 
Revell’s letter that I became aware 
that he and Mr. Moody were brothers- 
in-law. 

“For many years, I have been thank- 
ful to our Lord Jesus Christ for Mr. 
Moody's founding the Moody Bible

Place of the Moody Monthly Bible Institute in 
Jewish Evangelization

ANY of the friends of the 
Institute are already aware 
of the new venture under- 


taken by the Institute in 

behalf of Jewish missions in the opening 
up of the new department under the 
direction of the Rev. Solomon Birnbaum. 
But I am positively sure that the vast 
number of the readers of this magazine 
and the Christian public in general 
are ignorant of the vast aid given and 
the influence maintained by the Institute 
in the different missions to Israel. 
In Chicago there are six different 
organizations at work among the Jews. 
Four of them are denominational. The 
Zion Society for Israel has the best 
equipment perhaps of any one mission, 
and is under the direction of the Nor- 
wegian Lutheran Church of North 
America. A number of the assistants 
of this mission have received training 
at the Institute and assignments sent

Rev. Mr. Birnbaum presided, 
and Kev. Victor Stumhertz, of the 
Luther. mission, gave a learned address 


on the subject of atonement as it was 


understood in biblical times, and as 
it is now celebrated in the synagogues 
of the world. Many Jewish missionaries 
and some of the students took part in 
the service of intercession. 

Only a few days ago the local branch 
of the Hebrew Christian Alliance of 
America reorganized and decided to 
hold its meetings in one of the rooms 
of the Institute. The meetings were 
formerly held at the Institute, and were 
greatly blessed so that we feel like 
coming home again. 


Last but not least, one must say a 
word about the new teacher of the 
Jewish Course. He is an old friend to 
some of us. He is proving himself 
of great value to all our Jewish missions. 


Not only speaking at our meetings, 
indoors or outside, but becoming a 
leader of Hebrew Christians, one to 


whom all may come for advice or counsel. 


May God richly bless the Moody 
Bible Institute in this its undertaking 
for poor blind Israel. 


What Is Real Religious Education? 


Ellis, Ph. D., Vice-President and Professor of Education,

Synopsis of an Address at the Moody Bible 
Institute 


ELIGIOUS education is in the 

air—one might not like to say 

‘up in the air,”’ though tempted 

to do so at times. It might 
be helpful to begin by making some 
necessary distinctions. There is a dis- 
tinction between teaching and educa- 
tion, and between religious education 
and Christian education. 

Not all education is through teaching. 
The pictures on the wall of your home 
and the books and magazines on the 
library table are educating the child 
incline 


in the home. However, we 
more to think of that as education 
which is produced by the _ personal 


agency of one whom we call the teacher. 
But it is not to be forgotten that even 
here the unspoken lessons are often 
the most significant ones. ‘‘What you 
are speaks so loud I cannot hear what 
you say,’ is the way a philosopher 
expressed it. ‘Unconscious  tuition’”’ 
is what Bishop Huntingdon called it 
in a striking address fifty years ago. 
If the little child starting to school 
or to Sunday-school could ask the most 
important educational question he will 
ever ask, it would be, for it is the law 
of personality and of life that we are 
always becoming like the thing we like, 
What Is My Teacher Like, and What 
Does My Teacher Like?’’ 

Nevertheless we must not on this 
account depreciate the lessons that 
are deliberately and directly given to 


a pupil by the teacher, especially if 
the right relation has been established 
between 1 two. There is evidence 


of an attempt to discount entirely the 
value of instruction as such, but there 


is very oli and very good authority 
for it, as any one can discover who will 
turn to Deuteronomy 6, beginning with 
the sixth verse. Besides, who of us 
cannot reniember some striking word 
of counse! or of instruction that not 
only came to us in the past, but came 
80 filled wiih the personality of the one 
who gave | that as it has come back 
in the pas:ing of the years it has met 
us like ( orfield’s teaching met him 
when he s ‘d he was surprised so often 
to find Pr sident Hopkins waiting for 
December.

him at some turn of the road of life. 
Social vs. Divine Values 


Coming to the matter of religious 
education it may be well to remark 
that education is not religious simply 
because it bears the label, nor irreligious 
because it does not bear it. To call 
our public schools godless because they 
do not directly teach religion is to ignore 
the potent influence of godly teachers 
who are everywhere living before their 
pupils the religion they may not directly 
teach. And to put the Bible in those 
schools to be studied as a book of litera- 
ture and nothing more, and to be taught 
by any teacher, no matter what his 
attitude toward it, would not solve 
the problem either. 

Furthermore, when a noted authority 
in religious psychology defines religion 
as ‘‘consciousness of the highest social 
values,’ it is evident that even the 
label “‘religious’’ may be misleading. 
It would seem that we have gone far 
afield if we are to eliminate from our 
thought of religion some thought at 
least of values higher than merely social 
ones. Why hesitate to frankly include 
what is always understood—divine values? 
A Challenge to the Kansas City 

Convention 


But another and more important 
distinction not to be neglected is the 


one between religious and Christian 
education. At the Kansas City con- 
vention ‘‘the delegate from Pennsyl- 


vania”’ made a motion to put the word 
“Christian” instead of ‘religious’ into 
the name of the new merger. The 
delegates voted for it overwhelmingly,

but those who received the commission 
have not so far fulfilled it. The ‘‘dele- 
gate from Pennsylvania’’* has since 
gone in the prime of his useful manhood 
to make his report to the Master Teacher, 
and it is not hard to believe that one 
of the things for which he will receive 
the ‘‘well done’ will be his courageous 
stand at Kansas City. But does it 
matter? Well, if much of what is being 
given us as religious education is in- 
tended to pass for Christian education 
it does matter and matter very much. 
It is not only that there is abroad 
religious education by Mohammedans 
and Buddhists and Jews which does 
not pretend to be Christian, but it is 
sadly true that there is religious edu- 
cation abroad which does pretend to 
be Christian, and which, judged by 
scriptural and historical standards, can- 
not lay rightful claim to this designation. 


Religious But Not Christian 


What then shall be the test? How 
shall we know whether that which is 
offered to us in the name of religious 
education is entitled to the name of 
Christian education? There are two 
tests—the Book and the child. Is the 
Book the human story of a developing 
religious consciousness, or an_ inspired 
revelation of divine truth? Is the child 
an angel born, needing only the right 
environment to develop into a full- 
grown heir of heaven, or is he another 
of those for whom Christ died and 
needing the birth from above, because 
that which is born of the flesh is flesh? 

Or, if you prefer, the test is simpler 
than this. It is a single test—the test 
of supernaturalness? Does the educa- 
tion you would test eliminate the super- 
natural and aim to reduce all miracle 
to the plane of natural law—explain 
it by “explaining it away?” If so then 
be sure, whether it is religious or not, 
that it is not Christian as men have 
understood that term ever since the 
days of the apostles. Education cannot 
be Christian without being religious, 
but it may be religious without being 
Christian.

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The Sunday-school Teacher’s Golden Hour

MERICA has passed through 

many changes in its compara- 

tively brief history, but to the 

early settlers probably none would 
be more conspicuous than the change 
in religious education. 


The Bible was used every day in 
the average colonial home. The father 
conducted family worship and every 
member of the household was present. 
Bible reading and devotional exercises 
were a large part of the Sabbath prograni. 
Sunday newspapers were unknown and 
cheap fiction was not yet published. 
But the Bible was there and the Sabbath 
was its great day. Until after the 
Revolution very few children had ever 
1eid from any book except the Bible, 
a primer, catechism, hymn book or 
almanac. The early American was a 
man of one book and that book was 
the Bible. 


The New England Primer in the 
Public School 


The Bible was used every day in 
the public school. From contemporary 
sketches it is ascertained that the Bible 
was generally read twice a day in the 
upper classes and in many _ instances 
was the only reader used by the lower 
classes. The celebrated New England 
Primer, that held its place as the leading 
text-book for one hundred and _ fifty 
vears, was almost entirely made up of 
selections and quotations from the 
ible. Indeed the purpose of the district 
school appeared to be to educate children 
sufficiently to enable them to read the 
Bible for themselves. 


But the days of religious education 
in the home and school are passed. 
Is it surprising then that recently 
they discovered in New York City 
860,000) pupils in the public schools 
without any knowledge of the Bible? 


Is it astonishing that reliable investigators 
announce that nearly one-half of our 
young children are growing up without 
any religious instruction whatever? Ju- 
venile courts have never had a place 
in history until the present generation, 
and now judges are appalled at the 
constantly increasing stream of youthful 
offenders brought before them. They 
have said to the church, “If you do not 
find a way to reach the children of 
America, and if you can find no methods 
for grounding them in religion and 
morality, the state must take over the 
task in the interests of self-preservaticn.”’ 
The responsibility of moral and spiritual 
development of the coming generation, 
then, is laid upon the Sunday-school, 
and for this all important work there is 
allotted but one hour a week. Cannot 
this be called the golden hour of oppor- 
tunity and accountability? 
Making the Most of an Opportunity 
The average child spends twenty- 
five hours a week in school, sixty- 
three hours in sleeping, seven hours 
in eating and seventy-two hours in 
reading, working and playing. Is the 
Sunday-school prepared to give the 
child every chance in this one golden 
hour out of every one hundred and 
sixty-eight? A total eclipse of the 
sun occurs somewhere on the earth 
every year, but even when found in an 
accessible spot, the path is narrow and 
the duration short. Months _ before- 
hand astronomers gather at that favored 
portion of the earth and spend days 
and weeks in rehearsal so that when 
those brief six minutes of darkness at 
length arrive everything is in readiness 
to make the most of them. Can it be 
as truthfully said of pastors, superin- 
tendents and teachers that they have 
as fully planned, prepared and rehearsed 
to give the child his chance in these 
sixty diamond minutes?

Sunday-school as well prepared to give 
the Bible a chance in its one hour a 
week as the public school with many 
more hours provided for secular stiidies? 
Have the Sunday-school teachers mas- 
tered the Bible? Are they as familiar 
with it as any teacher who knows her 
text book? Have they attended a teach- 
ers training class and studied the boyas 
well as the Book? Have they been 
prepared in the fundamentals of (each- 
ing? Has their school been properly 
graded so that when the pupils have 
finished the year’s work they may be 
promoted to advanced studies? 

Surely there is much to be accomplished 
in the average Sunday-school betore it 
can adequately accomplish the tre- 
mendous task that is thrust upon it 
today. The salvation of the church 
and the safety of the nation depend upon 
its work. It is only a realization of the 
brevity of its time and the preparation 
of its leaders that will enable it to 
accomplish its mission. In this time 
of crisis we can no longer ask the ques- 
tion, ‘Will you teach?” but rather 
“Can you teach?” And it is to provide 
an answer to this all important question 
of the day that schools of religious 
education are being multiplied and 
thousands of Christian workers are 
enrolling in training classes. 


Testimony to the Value of the Tithe 


Synopsis of the Address by Mr. Henry S. Dulaney, Baltimore, Md., at the Bible 
Conference of the Moody Bible Institute Held at Ocean City, N. J. 


AM to talk to you for a while on 
tithing, the essential part of Chris- 
tian stewardship. ‘‘The earth is the 
Lord’s, and the fulness thereof; the 
world and they that dwell therein.’”’” So 
what we have of material or spiritual 
things is not our own for we are not our 
own. What we have we hold as stewards, 
and you know that a steward is one who 
manages property for another and who is 
required to give an account of his stew- 
ardship. 
Jacob’s Experience in Laban’s 
Employ 
In the Bible we first learn of the tithe 
in the account of Abram bringing tithes 
to Melchizedek, the priest of the Most 
High God. Later, as you remember, 
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Mr. Henry S. Dulaney 


Abraham’s grandson, Jacob, on his way 

to Padan-aram, had a wonderful dream, 

and after the dream he erected a pillar: 
“And Jacob rose up early in the 
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morning, and took the stone that he 
had put for his pillow, and set it up 
for a pillar, and poured oil upon the 
top of it. 

“And he called the name of that 
place Bethel: but the name of that 
city was called Luz at the first. 

‘And Jacob vowed a vow, saying, 
If God will be with me, and will keep 
me in this way that I go, and will give 
me bread to eat, and raiment to put 
on, 

“So that I come again to my {ather's 
house in peace; then shall the Lord 
be my God: 

“And this stone, which I hive set 
for a pillar, shall be God’s house: and 
of all that thou shalt give me I will 
surely give the tenth unto thee.’ 

I want to tell you what I have ‘earned 
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recent from reading carefully these 
words in Genesis. 

In tie first place, Jacob was not a 
“suppl.nter’” when he left Bethel; he 
was a ollower of God. He had vowed a 
yow to (sod and God was with him always 
after tiat. 

Do vou remember what Laban said to 
him when he wanted to take his family 


and his possessions away? ‘‘I pray thee, 
if I have found favour in thine eyes, 
tarry: for I have learned by experience 
that the Lord hath blessed me for thy 
sake.”’ 

I want you to think of that. I had al- 
ways thought that Jacob was a supplanter 
until he became Israel, but I don’t believe 
it today 

Furthermore, God told him, ‘‘I have 
seen all that Laban doeth unto thee. I 
am the God of Bethel where thou anoint- 
edst the pillar, and where thou vowedst a 
vow unto me: now arise, get thee out from 
this land, and return 
unto the land of thy 
kindred. 

Jacob went to La- 
ban with nothing but 
what he had on his 
back, but left there 
with herds of cattle, 
which was due to the 
blessing of God. 

This was before the 
days of Moses, so it 
was no part of the 
Mosaic law. But in 
the days of Moses the 
law of the tithe was 
given from Mt. Sinai: 

“And all the tithe 

of the land, whether 

of the seed of the 
land, or of the fruit 
of the tree, is the 

Lord’s: it is holy 

unto the Lord. 

“And if a man 
will at all redeem 
aught of his tithes, 
he shall add thereto 
the fifth part 
thereof. 

“And concerning 
the tithe of the 
herd or of the flock, even of whatso- 
ever passeth under the rod, the tenth 
shall be holy unto the Lord. 

“These are the commandments 
which the Lord commanded Moses for 
the children of Israel in Mount Sinai.”’ 
My friends, the law of the tithe has 

never been abrogated; the law of the 
Sabbath has never been abrogated. One- 
seventh of our days is holy unto the 
Lord; and one-tenth of our income is 
holy unto the Lord. 





Israel’s' Prosperity and Adversity 
Explained 
We have reason to believe that in the 
days of Moses this law of the tithe was 
Well observed and where it was observed 
the peop! rospered; but there came a 
day when ‘he people thought they could 
Mprove their condition by withholding 
the tithe aid using it for their own pur- 
poses, ani! instead of prospering, they 
suffered an! God spoke to them through 
his proph Malachi, thus:

“Even' from the days of your father, 
ye are gone away from mine ordinances 
and have not kept them. Return unto 
me, and I will return unto you, saith 
the Lord of hosts. But ye said, Where- 
in shall we return? 

“Willa man rob God? Yet ye have 
robbed me. But ye say, Wherein have 


we robbed thee? In tithes and of- 
ferings. 


“Ye are cursed with a curse: for ye 


have robbed me, even this whole na- 
tion.” 


Can you think of a more severe charge 
than that? Robbers! Cursed with a 
curse! The people who should do their 
duty and are not doing it! 


Listen further to the Lord through the 
lips of the same prophet: 


“Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be meat in 
mine house, and prove me now here- 
with, saith the Lord of hosts, if I will 
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not open you the windows of heaven, 
and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it. 

“And I will rebuke the devourer for 
your sakes, and he shall not destroy 
the fruits of your ground; neither shall 
your vine cast her fruit before the 
time in the field, saith the Lord of 
hosts, 


“And all nations shall call you 
blessed; for ye shall be a delightsome 
land, saith the Lord of hosts.” 


Is not that wonderful and like our iov- 
ing God? He told the people they were 
cursed with a curse—robbers—and now 
He pleads with them, appeals to them to 
bring the tithes into the storehouse of the 
Lord, and then challenges them, ‘‘Prove 
me now herewith, if I will not open you 
the windows of heaven.” Then comes 
that promise of the pouring out of the 
overflowing blessing. 


My friends, what does that mean? 
Can we make anything else out of it than 
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this, you be obedient and I will give 
you prosperity, material, spiritual? 

He is talking about material things. 
Where do all of our material blessings 
come from? Do they not come from the 
pouring out of the windows of heaven? 
“He will rebuke the devourer for you 
sakes, and he shall not destroy the fruits 
of your ground, saith the Lord of hosts. 
And all nations shall call you blessed: for 
ye shall be a delightsome land, saith the 
Lord of hosts.” 

The Church’s Blindness 

Is it not strange how we pass over these 
promises? Is it not strange how the 
churches have been passing over them? 
While undoubtedly some laymen have 
been tithing for years, yet comparatively 
few have been proving these promises. 
That promise is for you and for me just 
as muchas for the Jews. God is the same 
yesterday, today and forever. 

Let me read a line or two in Malachi 
that come before that 
which I quoted: 

“For I am_ the 
Lord, I change not; 
therefore ye sons of 
Jacob are not con- 
sumed.” 

“Even from the 
days of your 
fathers ye are gone 

from 


away mine 
ordinances, and 
have not kept 


them. Return unto 
me, and I will re- 


turn unto you, 
saith the Lord of 
hosts. But ye said, 


Wherein shall we 
return?” 

Then comes the 
portion which I pre- 
viously read. The 
Lord changes not; 
the law of the tithe 
applies today. 

This is God’s plan 
for the building up 
of His church, for the 
extension of His king- 
dom. Is it conceiv- 
able that God ever 
intended the church, the bride of Christ, 
to beg for a living? 
or not?) You know. 

Well now, this promise is like all of 
God's promises. He never made a prom- 
ise that he did not fulfill, but there is an 
“if” to every promise. If the word “if” 
does not appear, it is there nevertheless. 
Let megiveafewasthey come to my mind:

Has she been begging 


“If ye love me, keep my command- 
ments. And I will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with you 
forever; even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive, be- 
cause it seeth him not, neither knoweth 
him: but ye know him: for he dwetleth 
with you, and shall be in you.” 

Here is the promise of the Holy Spirit, 
“if” ye keep my commandments. 

“Trust in the Lord with all thine 
heart; and lean not unto thine own 
understanding. In all thy ways ac- 
knowledge him, and he shall direct thy 
paths.”

He will direct our paths “‘if’’ we trust 
Him. 

“If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, 
and it shall be done unto you. Herein 
is my Father glorified, that ye bear 
much fruit; so shall ye be my disciples.”’ 


He will answer our prayers “‘if’’ we 
abide in Him. 

We have something to do ourselves be- 
fore we can expect the fulfilment of the 
promises which God has made. Now 
if it is true—and it is true—that God re- 
warded those who were obedient in bring- 
ing in the tithes, rewarded them with ma- 
terial things in the day of Malachi, he 
ought to reward them in this day, ought 
he not, because He is the same yesterday, 
today and forever? 

Current Testimonies 

Have we any evidence that He has re- 
warded his people in this day? Yes. 

John S. Kingsley, a banker, had risen 
from very humble circumstances, but 
from the start of his business career he 
was a tither. There was found among his 
books a record of his benefactions, which 
bore this heading, ‘‘Behold, a tenth of all I 
give unto Thee,”’ and following this, a 
list of gifts that he made during his life- 
time, running into millions of dollars. 
Millions of dollars were given in his life- 
time, and yet his estate was valued at 
$60,000,000. 

Mr. Rockefeller, when sixteen years of 
age, worked for $17 a month, but he 
had been tithing and giving since he was 
a small boy. 

I have been a member of the Methodist 
Church for sixty-five years and have been 
a tither for a little over forty-three years, 
so I know what I am talking about, or I 
should know, at any rate. 

In 1879, the pastor of the church of 
which I was a member preached on tith- 
ing and I was deeply impressed with what 
he said. 

Walking home with him one evening, I 
said, ‘Should one begin to tithe when one 
is in debt?” 

The pastor said, ‘“‘To whom do you owe 
more than to the Lord, and where does 


the ability come from to pay your debts?” 

That settled it for me. I knew that I 
had been robbing God although unin- 
tentionally, and I decided to begin pay- 
ing my debt to God. 

At that time I was a clerk in the ac- 
counting department of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad in Baltimore, serving on a 
very small salary for myself and family, 
but I began tithing. The road had cut 
the salaries because the revenue was run- 
ning low and, of course, if they can not 
pay dividends they have to take it out of 
the employes, and I was serving on 2 cut 
salary, but I began tithing. 

In about three months the chief clerk 
of the office was advanced to auditor and 
I was put into his position as chief clerk, 
and on the day | obtained that position 
my salary was increased about 50°, And 
do you know, something like that has 
been going on ever since. 

I thought at first if I should pay the 
tithe it would be sufficient, but it was not 
long after I started tithing before the 
tithe and free will offerings were a hun- 
dred times what my tithe amounted to 
when I started tithing. 

Do you think that would have hap- 
pened anyhow? I think it was a fulfil- 
ment of God's promise according to 
Malachi. 

Well, I thought that as a Christian I 
ought to tell my experience just as I would 
tell about my conversion, so I began to 
testify, to bear witness, in the Sunday- 
school of which I was superintendent. 

In a few weeks a member of the Sun- 
day-school came to me and asked if I 
should like to hear her experience? She 
said she began to tithe when she was em- 
ployed in a manufacturing establish- 
ment, assisting her mother to support the 
family, and receiving about $4 or $5 a 
week, After a week or two her employer 
promoted her and she was getting more 
wages. 

In a year or two that young woman 
brought a young man to the church 
and he was converted. He felt called 
to the ministry and then to the foreign 
field. He married the young woman in 
my Sunday-school and they went to

He said, “I am not doing it 
now, but I am going to make up (ur the 
past as far as I can and am going to vivea 
fifth of my income.”’ He was at thai time 
receiving $18,000 salary. After a year 
and a half. his salary was increased to 
$24,000; it went to $30,000 and tien to 
$36,000. A year or two before he died he 
told me he was then returning a tourth 
to the Lord. Anything accidental about 
that? He was much more useful to the 
kingdom from the day he began to return 
that fifth of his income. 

Do not think of the mercenary part of 
it, if you are afraid of that. Any convert 
you make will be a more useful servant of 
the Lord. God develops men that way. 

I want everyone to acknowledge God's 
ownership and to acknowledge that one- 
tenth of his income as well as one-seventh 
of his days is holy unto the Lord, but I 
am going to tell you this—that you are 
not going to have the blessing that comes 
from obedience to this law unless you are 
obedient. 

And again I say, just as surely as we 
fail to keep His commandments, we pay 
the penalty one way or another.

1. The Conversion of Frank Donaldson 


“: RANK will never be anything but 
a bum,” said one of the officials 
of the church to Kenneth May- 
den, the young student-pastor 

who had recently come to take up work 

in the Grove church. 

“It’s too bad,’’ continued the official, 
‘the has such a saint of a mother. Her 
heart is almost broken with grief for 
her wayward boy. I don’t believe a 
day passes by that she doesn’t plead 
with her God for the conversion of her 
son. But there doesn’t seem to be any 
hope for him.” - = 

Frank Donaldson was one ,of the 
most notorious among the bad men in 
the village of Grove, although he was

no more than twenty. Not more than 
four years before he had been a clean 
youth, attending Sunday-school and 
church regularly with his mother, but 
by over-emphasis on the social part of 
the church’s program he had_ been 
thrown into contact with bad young 
men. Frank had a_ very pleasant 
personality, which even the marks of 
sin did not totally hide, and was soon 
the most popular among his newly- 
found sinful companions. As is the 
case with most youths of sixteen, Frank 
was easily led into sin. Oh, that all 
young boys and girls might be directed 
to Christ during that critical age, instead 
of to social amusements. 
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The downward path had led rapidly 
from one sin to another, until Frank 
had made for himself the reputation 
he now had in Grove and the surrounding 
community. Every one said there was 
no hope for him. He had indulged so 
far in iniquity that his will had |ecome 
affected, making him shiftles: He 
neither would nor could hold a_ job 
for any length of time.

A:cr an almost sleepless night, May- 
den «ct out to make an early call on 
Mrs. Donaldson. He had not met 
her :or seen her, since his arrival in 
Gro but when a little gray-haired 
and -toop-shouldered woman with a 
swee. face greeted him at the door, he 


knew at once that it was the mother 
of some wayward son. The deep lines 
about her eyes spoke only too plainly 
of many nights spent in anxious waiting 
for a boy out in sin. 


Once inside of the sitting-room May- 
den ‘ound it hard to begin talking 


about the subject he had come to discuss. 
He knew it would cause grief to come 
into the care-worn face before him, 
if he spoke of Frank. But Mrs. Donald- 


son soon opened the way. After some 


general remarks concerning the church 
work had been exchanged, she said, 
“J wish Frank was on the path that 


you are on, Mr. Mayden. You are not 
much older than he, and you have a 
bright future ahead of you in a life of 
service for your Master, while—’’ here 
her voice broke. 

For a few minutes Mayden sat and 
looked at her frail form shaking with 
sobs, without knowing what to do. 
Presently, he went over to the weeping 
mother and gently laying his hand on 
her shoulder said, ‘‘Don’t take it to 
heart so, Mrs. Donaldson. God _ will 
save your boy. I was once out in sin, 
and the Lord heard my mother’s prayers 
and saved me.” 

“Tf | only could believe that He will,” 


said Mrs. Donaldson between sobs. 
“Oh, at times it seems that my heart 
will break. He is now away at normal 
school preparing to be a teacher, but 
I am afraid the disappointment he will 
receive, if he is turned down by the 
trustees, as I know he will be, when 
he applies for a position, will drive 
him farther into sin.””

Do you 
think he will take his life?’’ This time 
Mayden failed utterly in his attempt 
to console the poor mother. He soon 
went home feeling discouraged him- 
self. But, the burden of prayer he had 
for Frank seemed increased ten-fold. 

The next day, while on his way to 
the post-office, Mayden met Mrs. Donald- 
son. The look of despair had completely 
left her face. In its place was one of 
joy and gladness.

HAVE noticed some discussion of 
the Ku Klux Klan in the MONTHLY 
and am asking space to add my 


personal testimony to that of 
Rev. John Bradbury, in the May 
number. I, like him, am outside the 


organization. Indeed, I am not a 
member of any secret fraternity, for 
reasons that are good and _ sufficient 
to and for myself. But I have for over 
twelve months conducted a most com- 
prehensive investigation of the ideals, 
principles, teachings and activities of 
the Klan and have come to the slow 
and deliberate conclusion that there 
is not now organized in America a 
more hopeful secret society. I base 
this conclusion upon the following facts 
that unbiased investigation will un- 
doubtedly establish: 

First, the Klan is the positive and 
active friend of Protestant Christianity. 

Second, the Klan is undoubtedly 
the strong defender of our public schools 
and stands unhesitatingly for the :eturn 
of the Word of God to that institution 
and for the divorcement of all pagan 
philosophies from tax supported edu- 
cational institutions.

Fourth, the Klan, whatever may 
be the claim of her foes, is today an 
active and powerful factor in behalf 
of law enforcement in every community 
where it is organized. I know of no 
organization that is standing more 
staunchly behind the eighteenth amend- 
ment to the Constitution and _ that 
insists more certainly on the enforce- 
ment of the laws of the land without 
fear or favor. 

Fifth, the Klan opposed stubbornly 
the driving back of American idealism 
by that combination of foreign ideals 
that have today massed for the des- 
truction of American ideals and stand- 
ards of living. 

Sixth, there is massed against the 
Klan an array of foes that constitute 
her most flattering recommendation. 
It seems to me that Protestant Chris- 
tians need do nothing more, in arriving

The Rev. William Evans, D. D., in 
How to memorize, relates the following: 

“A letter came from a minister in 
Michigan speaking of the value of know- 
ing the Scripture by heart. 

“There was an infidel in his town who 
had been able to argue successfully with 
all the ministers. They had met his 
arguments in a logical way, discussing 
from the viewpoint of major premise, 
minor premise, and conclusion. But 
all had been of no avail. He still re- 
mained in his infidelity. 

‘More than this, he gloried in the fact 
that he had beaten the ministers and 
that they had failed to convince him 
of the truth of the Bible and the Chris- 
tian religion. 

“At last, however, he met his equal. 
It was not a minister or an evangelist, 
but a young student who knew much 
of the Bible by heart, and had_ been 
taught the value of memory training. 

“The news soon spread about town 
that the infidel had met his defeat. 

“One day he was accosted by the 
minister, who greeted him thus: 

“Well, I understand you have met 
your equal; tell me how it happened. 

“The infidel replied: ‘Can any man 
argue against God Almighty? Can my 
word stand against His? That young 
fellow seems to know every page in 
the Bible; you fellows don’t. You 
ministers simply argued with me and 
I was as good as you in that; but when 
he quoted scripture to meet every objec- 
tion I made, I was completely overcome. 
I am convinced now that I was wrong, 
and I believe what I before doubted. 
Further, I am going to have him teach 
me more about the Bible.’ 

“The difference between this young 
Christian worker and the minister was 
that the former knew the Scripture by 
heart, and the latter did not.”

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE UNITES 
WITH THE CHURCH 


On the evening of October 18, President 
Coolidge was formally voted into mem- 
bership in the First Congregational 
Church of Washington, D. C., Rev. 
Dr. Jason Noble Pierce, pastor. 

This is the first instance of a president 
of the United States making profession 
of faith in Jesus Christ while in office. 
At the same meeting Mrs. Coolidge and 
the two sons of President and Mrs. 
Coolidge were received by letter from 
the Congregational church of North- 
ampton, Mass., where Mrs. Coolidge’s 
father was a deacon. 





RELIGIOUS SHIFT IN VIENNA 


Considerable acceleration this year 
in the shifting of church membership in 
Vienna has been reported by the munici- 
pal statisticians of the Austrian capital. 
During the first quarter, 16,064 persons 
officially announced their withdrawal 
from the various churches, 14,799 of 
whom left the Roman Catholic faith. 
Withdrawals last year totaled 11,019, 
against 9,936 in 1921, 9,830 in 1920, 
9,385 in 1919 and 2,816 in 1918. On the 
other hand, the churches reported that 
about 30,000 of those who left the various 
folds since the end of the war had en- 
rolled in other religious organizations. 





“ON BENDED KNEE GIVE 
THANKS” 


While Congress is in recess many 
Senators and Representatives have gone 
abroad. A number visited war-wrecked 
Germany and unhappy Russia. As a 
rule they returned with the opinions and 
convictions with which they went away; 
a few, personally conducted through 
the Soviet dominions and seeing only 
what it was considered proper for them 
to see, have complimentary things to 
say of Communist rule and even go so 
far as to urge that Soviet Russia be 
accorded formal recognition by the 
United States Government and thereby 
be given carte blanche to spread revolu- 
tionary doctrine all over this country. 

To Secretary of Labor Davis, himself 
an immigrant Welsh boy, is left the 
honor of expressing, on getting back 
home, praise and gratitude for the bles- 
sings of peace, happiness and prosperity 
that the people of the United States 
enjoy. His simple statement of fervent 
appreciation of the busy, contented 
nation is appealing: ‘‘As I entered 
New York and viewed the Statue of 
Liberty the meaning of America over- 
whelmed me and I had to go quietly 
to my stateroom and on bended knee 
give thanks.”

BIBLE SCHOOLS, 1923 


There were 201 schools, with a total 
enrolment of 23,875 and an average 
attendance of 13,633. The record for 
1922 was 200 schools enrolling 29,460, 
with an average attendance of 14,655. 

The Baptists had 74 schools, with a 
total enrolment of 9,007, an average 
attendance of 5,121; the Presbyterians 
had 68 schools, with an _ enrolment 
of 7,953, and an average attendance 
of 4,417; the Methodists had 33 schools, 
with an enrolment of 4,089, and an 
average attendance of 2,334; and the 
Congregationalists had 31 schools, with 
an enrolment of 3,184, an average 
attendance of 1,723; these denominations 
being quite in the lead of other denomina- 
tions, many of which had large schools. 





CHILDREN OF AMERICA 

There are over 27,000,000 American 
children and youth, nominally Protestant, 
under 25 years of age, who are not 
enrolled in any Sunday-school or cradle 
roll and who receive no systematic 
religious instruction. 

There are 8,000,000 American chil- 
dren, nominally Protestant, who are 
growing up in non-church homes. 

There are in the United States 8,- 
676,000 Catholic children and youth 
under 25 years of age. Of this number 
1,870,000 are in religious schools and 
6,806,000 or 78.4 per cent., are not 
in religious schools. 

There are in the United States 1,- 
630,000 Jewish children and youth 
under 25 years of age. Of this number 
87,000 are in religious schools and 
1,543,000, or 95.2 per cent., are not 
in religious schools. 

There are in the United States 42,- 
891,850 Protestant and nominally Prot- 
estant children and youth under 25 
years of age. Of this number 14,361,900 
are in Sunday-schools or week-day 
religious schools; 1,255,740 are on cradle 
rolls, and 27,275,110, or 66.5 per cent., 
are not enrolled in any religious schools. 

Whoever would shape America’s fu- 
ture can do it only as he moulds these 
young lives. Will the church or the 
street dominate America in 1950?

LATE NEWS OF MORMON 
ACTIVITIES 


By Lulu Loveland Shepard 


The Mormons have been celebrating 
the one hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of their faith at Mormon Hill, 
Palmyra, N. Y. On September 21 
and 22 it was just one hundred years 
since Joseph Smith claims he had his 
vision of the coming of this new faith. 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints was not organized until 
seven years later, in 1830. 


Six hundred of the faithful gathered 
at the Joseph Smith farm, and tents 
were erected to house the followers. 
Services were held daily, led by their 
chief men; but the main discussion was 
on the erection of a $100,000 monument 
to the memory of Joseph Smith, and 
the purchase of Mormon Hill and the 


“First Book of Mormon’’ which is 
owned by Pliny T. Sexton, a citizen 
of Palmyra. 

The reported action of Mr. Sexton 
in asking that the Mormon Church 


pay him $100,000 for the original Book 
of Mormon has caused a stir among 
the higher members of the church, 
who declare that they will not pay the 
amount asked. Mr. Sexton came into 
possession of the manuscript through 
the printer who was employed to set 
the type for the Book of Mormon. 
He also secured by purchase the Hill 
Cumorah which the Mormons regard 
as sacred. Numerous attempts have 
been made to buy the property, but 
Mr. Sexton refuses to sell the plot of 
land unless the Book of Mormon is 
bought also. Mr. Sexton intends to 


will the Book of Mormon manuscript 
to the New York State Historical 
Society unless the Mormon Church 
purchases it, and they would thereby 
lose the last opportunity to own this 
cherished copy. It seems to me that 
Mr. Sexton will get his price. The 
Mormons want the book and he knows it.

God’s sons.’’ So also for ‘‘Neithe: do 
men light a candle and put it under a 
bushel, but on a candlestick, and it giveth 
light unto all that are in the house,” is 
written, ‘“‘People do not light a lamp and 
put it under a peck measure; they put 
it on a stand and it gives light to every- 
one in the house.”’ It is conceivable 
that some of these new phrases are sore 
accurate—though even that is doubtfiil 

and it is clear that some are more niod- 
ern. But the difference in meaning or 
intelligibility between “inherit the earth” 
and ‘‘possess the land’’; or between ‘'the 
children of God” and 
certainly so small that it fails to justify 
the substitution of ugly new phrases for 
the rich old words which through long 
use have acquired a particular flavor. 
When it comes to the substitution of 
such words as ‘“‘lamp”’ for ‘‘candle’’ and 
““peck measure”’ for ‘‘bushel” and “‘stiind” 
for “candlestick,” one is struck by the 
absurdity of endeavoring to ‘‘modernize”’ 
language. Had the translator heen 
willing to ‘“‘go the whole hog,”’ he would 
have written ‘electric light’’ instead of 
lamp, and ‘‘fixture’’ instead of stand. 

The new version has a further de- 
merit. Not content with would-be up- 
to-date phrases, it also goes in for mod- 
ern verbosity. A single example illus- 
trates this point. For the clear and 
forceful sentence in the King James 
version, ‘‘Think not that I am come to 
destroy the law or the prophets; | am 
not come to destroy but to fulfill,” the 
Chicago professor has written, ‘Do you 
suppose that I have come to do away 
with the law or the prophets? I have not 
come to do away with them but to en- 
force them.’ 

For serious and scholarly studics of 
Hebrew and Greek texts with a view 
to eliminating inaccuracies of trans! tion 
there will always be approval. But with 
attempts to ‘‘modernize”’ the language 
of the Bible by substituting for the vi gor- 
ous and colorful language of the ‘xing 
James version such verbose and flat 
phraseology as is given in the pub!:shed 
extracts from the new Chicago vevsion 
there will be little sympathy.

By an intelligent 
grasp of the truth contained in the Scrip- 
tures, the Christian worker is completely 
furnished unto all good works.

The value of memorizing Scripture 
cannot overestimated. It increases 


our spii

ual strength as food increases 
h of the body. When Joshua 


undertoo!: his tremendous task of leader- 
ship, he is commanded to be strong. 
His only equipment was the Word of 
God and implicit obedience to it. The 
counsel given to him is found in Joshua 
1:8, “This book of the law shall not depart 
out of thy mouth; but thou shalt meditate 
therein diy and night, that thou mayest 
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thy way prosperous, and then shalt thou 
have good success.’’ The word ‘medi- 
tate’ has been defined as attention with 
intention. It includes the habit of 
memorizing. In the first Psalm where a 
picture of the blessed man is presented, 
the word meditate occurs again in connec- 
tion with the Word of God. It is said that 
the blessed, or happy man delights in the 
law of the Lord, and “in His law doth he 
meditate day and night.’’ The word 
*“‘meditate”’ as it occurs in this Psalm is the 
same word as found in the first verse of 
the second Psalm, where it is rendered by 
the word ‘‘imagine.’’ We must so medi- 
tate upon the Word of God that our 
imagination shall be shaped and _ con- 
trolled by it. This includes the work of 
memorizing. 

In the matter of personal evangelism 
or soul-winning, the use of proper Bible 
passages is of the greatest importance. 
It is practically impossible to deal with a 
person intelligently and lead him to a 
saving knowledge of Christ unless we 
have first of all a working knowledge of 
the Bible. To this working knowledge, 
the memorizing of Scripture enters as an 
integral part. 


December 23 
Advent Lessons from Bethlehem 
Matthew 2:1-12 

The first lesson comes from the name 
‘Jesus,’ the name associated with His 
incarnation, suffering, and saving grace. 
It means salvation, as clearly inferred in 
Matthew 1:21. It is the Greek trats- 
lation of the Hebrew work Jehoshua, or 
Joshua, which combines the two words 
“Jehovah” and “salvation.” Jehovah 
has become the Saviour. ‘‘Look unto me 
and be ye saved; for I am God, and there 
is none else.” Jesus is God manifest in 
the flesh. The name Jesus was given to 
Him when “the Word was made flesh and 
dwelt among us.’

Wishes for the New Year 
Philippians 3:12-16 


[his chapter deals with the position? 
the progress, and the prize of the Chris- 
tian believer. No better wishes for the 
New Year could possess our souls than 
that ourselves and our fellow believers 
in Christ may see more clearly and under- 
stand more fully what is involved in the 
believer's position, the believer’s pro- 
gress, and the believer's prize. 


The ninth verse indicates our position; 
its blessedness and worth are beyond all 
description. We are “found in him,” 
the recipients of a righteousness provided 
by God and received through faith. This 
is the only righteousness valid before 
God; all other is defective. To be with- 
out this righteousness which God provides 
for believers in His Son, is to be like the 
man who attended the wedding feast 
without a wedding garment. He had no 
right there, and by the command of the 
king was cast out. Could we wish for 
others anything better for the New Year 
than that they should see the utter 
inadequacy of all human righteousness 
and take the righteousness of God which 
is by faith of Jesus Christ, which is offered 
to all and is upon al! them that believe? 


An additional wish for those who are in 
Christ is this—that they may grow or 
become progressive, knowing that the 
best in experience is always future. This 
is the import of verses 12 to 14. It would 
be well to memorize these verses and let 
them exercise a controlling place in the 
life for the year 1924. 


Inasmuch as expectation is a great 
moulding force, we could wish for our- 
selves and others a forward look toward 
the prize that is coming. Our future 
prospect, as well as our present position, 
should shape our course and hold us 
steady. The truth contained in the last 
two verses of this chapter will serve to do 
that. It points forward to the time of 
reward and inspires the Christian believer 
with a purpose to attain. Eternal life is 
God’s free gift to faith, but in addition 
to this, there is a prize to be won. The 
Lord’s ‘‘well done, good and _ faithful 
servant”’ will not be said to all Christians. 
All Christians will be saved, but not all 
Christians will obtain the reward for 
faithfulness. The apostle had this in 
mind when he wrote the words to Chris- 
tian people, “‘So run that ye may obtain.” 
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January 6 
Do Better Still 
Philippians 3:12-14 


This same Scripture was given for the 
topic one week ago, but no one topic 
exhausts the Scripture reference. Look 
at these verses again. Let them speak 
their own message, which will be some- 
thing like this: ‘‘No matter whereunto 
you have already attained, do better 
still.”” 

The well-taught Christian puts the 
emphasis on the word ‘‘done’”’ rather than 
“do.”

THE DISPENSATION OF THE FUL- 
NESS OF TIMES

Question: What is the meaning of 
the “dispensation of the fulness of times?” 

Answer: Another translation is the 
“stewardship of the fulness of the sea- 
sons.” Some would limit this steward- 
ship to the present age. holding that it 
has special reference to Christ’s headship 
over the church. But the phase evi- 
dently stretches forward into the next age. 
Not only are gospel times, or seasons, 
meant, but all ‘the seasons which the 
Father hath put in his own power,’ 


including ‘the times of the restoration of 
all things, which God hath spoken by the

Answer: So far as the future is con- 
cerned verse nine indicates the nature of 
the rest. It is to be a Sabbath rest. 
This has no reference to any particular 
day of the week, but to the character of 
the rest. It may have reference to the 
ideal conditions to be established when 
Christ returns; but a present rest is also 
evidently referred to in verse ten. The 
rest here entered into by the Christian is a 
rest from his own works. It is the rest 
of faith (v. 11) instead of works. It is 
spiritual, rather than physical. 





THE PROMISED PERFECTION

Question: What is the teaching of 
Matthew 5:48 as to perfection? 

Answer: The perfection here referred 
to is not that of degree, but of kind. 
The ‘‘therefore’’ intimately connects this 
verse with what precedes. If children of 
the Father in heaven (v. 45) our standards 
of life must be of the highest. We should 
not be satisfied with any perfection short 
of the divine. But the revised text turns 
this seemingly impossible thing into a 
promise, and we may so regard it: ‘‘Ye 
therefore shall be perfect, as your Father 
in heaven is perfect.”” As children of the 
Father, as those who are called to be con- 
formed to the image of Christ, we one day 
are to be made like Him. Meanwhile 
we are to pattern our lives after the per- 
fect standard.

Answers: (1) Although Romans 5:13 
states that “sin is not imputed where 
there is no law,’’ yet the context leaves 
no doubt that since death reigned from 
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Adam to Moses, mankind possessed the 
inclination to break God’s law even when 
it was not specifically revealed. There- 
fore judgment came upon all men as 
descendants of Adam (16:18) even though 
their sin was not just the same as his. 
(2) Likewise the heathen of today are 
wilfully sinning against their light. 
Although not possessing the light of the 
gospel, Paul declares that they have the 
light of nature (Rom. 1:18-20) and the 
light of conscience (Rom. 2:15). Of 
course we believe that God will deal 
justly with those who have not the gospel. 
God is the sovereign dispenser of grace; 
and if by His grace the atonement pro- 
vides for infant salvation, is it not possi- 
ble that God will in some way hear the 
cry of one who loathes his sin and truly 
repents of it even though he may never 
have heard of the gospel? May not God 
cause Christ to be revealed to him as He 
did to Cornelius (Acts 10)? But even 
so, the condition of the heathen is so 
deplorable that they may fittingly be 
described in the mass as being ‘‘without 
God and without hope.”

But it should not be 
forgotte: that God can deliver His own 
even in ‘ie midst of the destructive forces 
of nature. We have only to call to mind 


the experiences of Noah, of the Israelites, 
of Paul, of Jonah. In connection with the 
Flood and with the Egyptian plagues it 
should be borne in mind that God fre- 
quently has made use of the forces of 
nature to accomplish His wrath againsi 
sinners, and will do so again. While con- 
sidering God’s gracious providence we 
should not forget His awful justice. But 
in the case of God’s own people, who 
sometimes perish by. reason of these 
catastrophies, has His providential care 
over them failed? Not so. God never 
has promised security or permanancy of 
lifehere. Death to the body may come at 
any moment, as God wills; but death in 
no way interferes with God’s care over 
His own. It is merely a transition to a 
happier sphere.

The Outreach of the Early Church 
Acts 8:1-15:35 
Golden Text:—‘‘Ye shall be witnesses 
unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.’’-—Acts 1:8. 
I. The Gospel Spreads to Samaria 
(Acts 8:4-8, 14-17, 25 
1. Philip Preaching the Gospel in 
Samaria (vv. 4-8). Following the stoning 


of Stephen the enemies of the Lord 
were more active than ever in their 
efforts to stamp out the new faith. 


With Saul as their leader they dragged 
from their homes and imprisoned those 
who confessed Christ, but the Devil 
over-reached himself in this, for this 
scattered the believers everywhere, and 
they preached the gospel as they went. 
The time had now come for the witness- 
bearing to extend beyond Jerusalem 
and Judea as the Lord had commanded. 
The Lord permitted the persecution 
so as to scatter them. Frequently 
the Lord permits persecutions and dis- 
sensions in order to get Christians to 
widen their testimony. Philip, one of 
the seven, went to the city of Samaria 
and preached Christ. Going to these 
despised people shows that their sym- 
pathies were widening. His preaching 
was fruitful for multitudes believed his 
message, which was accompanied with 
miracles. He cast out unclean spirits, 
healed the palsied and the lame. Great 
joy accompanied the reception of the 
gospel by these Samaritans. So great 
was the influence of Philip’s preaching 
that even Simon the sorcerer professed 
belief and was_ baptized. 

2. Peter and John Visit Samaria 
vv. 14-17, 25). It is not clear as to 
whether Philip sent the news to the 
apostles or that they heard it indirectly. 
At any rate they were pleased with it 
and sent two of their men to encourage 
the work. These men had discernment 


to know that the Spirit had not yet 
fallen upon the believers, so they at- 
tended to this at once. They laid 
hands upon them and the Spirit was 
given them. These Samaritans were 
really converted, regenerated, but had 
not yet been filled with the Spiiit. 
In this they were like many church 
members today without the Spirit’s 
gift. We should seek to get all converts 
filled with the Holy Spirit at once. 
This will exclude the filling with the 
world. 


3. Philip Preaching to the Ethiopian 
Eunuch (Acts 8:30-40). In the con- 
version of the eunuch we see the Lord's 
still broadening. The 
was first preached to the Samaritans 
who were on the borderland between 
the Jews and the Gentiles. This Ethio- 
pian was in all probability a Gentile, 
a proselyte to the Jewish faith. In his 
conversion we see the work reaching 
afar, even on its way to the ends of the 


work gospel 
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earth. By divine direction Philip left 
his great work in Samaria and was 
directed to the eunuch. The Spirit 
of God directed him to go and _ join 
himself to the chariot cf the Ethiopian 
otticer. The coming together of these 
two men in the desert was providential. 
(1) The eunuch was reading the Word 
of God. This shows a most excellent 
way to spend one’s time while traveling. 
(2) The absolute need of a preacher. 


The eunuch was reading the _ fifty- 
third chapter of Isaiah, one of the 
clearest testimonies of the Messiah 


in the Old Testament, yet was unable 
to get anything out of it. Surely if a 
statesman of this rank was unable to 
grasp the meaning of such a clear 
passage, a guide is needed for the rank 
and file of men. The one thing needed 
in the salvation of men is for the saved 
man to bring the message to the unsaved.

They neither questioned the wisdom 
of God nor delayed action. This is 
characteristic of all of God’s true ser- 
vants. With a straight course Paul 
moved out of his own country to the 
strategic center of a new continent. 
Many brave missionaries have followed 
in his steps.

Il. The First Convert in Europe 
Acts 16:12-15). 

The missionaries first went to Philippi 
and spent several days in studying 
conditions there. The Jewish element 
in this city was comparatively in- 
significant, so much so that they could 
not have a synagogue. Therefore the 
devout 


people were accustomed to 
worship by the river side. ‘To this 
humble gathering Paul came and preached 
to the women assembled there. <A 


certain woman from Thyatira, a proselyte 
believed his message and was baptized. 
The work of the Lord thus had a very 
humble beginning, but it was destined 
to transform all Europe and the world. 
The steps in Lydia's conversion are 
worthy of note for they are typical. 

1, Attendance at the Place of Wor- 
ship (v. 13). Usually those whom God 
's calling are found at the place of 
prayer. |! ydia was seeking the heavenly 
light. (God sends many an_ inquirer 
to the prayer meeting. 


2, Listening to the Preaching of 
the Word of God (vv. 13, 14). It is 
highly iniportant that at every prayer 
meeting she Word of God shall be 


the Word of God and it is God’s busi- 
ness to open the heart of the inquicer. 
No cne is ever ccnverted against his 
will. 

4. She Was Baptized (v.15). Every- 
one whose heart the Lord has cpened 
desired to confess Him in’ baptism. 
It is an outward sign of an inward grace. 

5. Her Household Believed Also (v. 
15). This was as it should be. Real 
conversion cannot be concealed. 

6. Practiced Hospitality (v. 15). 
Those who have experienced God's 
Saving grace are at once disposed to 
have part in His work by rendering 
aid to His ministers. 

III. Paul Preaching in 
(Acts 28:30, 31). 

Paul continued his labors in widening 
his testimony to the world amcngst 
thrilling experiences. In spite of beat- 
ings, shipwrecks and _ imprisonments, 
we find him near the close of his life 
in the imperial capital city.

Abraham's people were idolaters. Very 
likely as.a young man he himself wor- 
shiped idols. Tradition furnishes us 
with some interesting stories touching 
his struggle against idolatry. At any 
rate his experience was such as to well 
qualify him to be the head of a people 
whose God was the Lord. He knew 
how hopelessly disastrous idolatry was 
to the morals of the people, and, there- 
fore, would be able to lead them back 
to God. 

2. His Call 
7:2. 3). God 


(Gen. 12:1; cf. Acts 
. came to him in Ur of 
the Chaldees and said unto him, (1) 
“Get thee out of thy country.’’ One 
is tied to his country with a strong 
bond. Abraham had lived long enough 
to have formed strong attachments to 
his country. (2) ‘“‘Get thee out from 
thy kindred.’””’ Abraham was not only 
to leave behind him his native land but 
his relatives as well, even his father’s 
house. Since his kindred were idolaters, 
he must leave them. Abraham was 
to become a pilgrim, to be without a 
home. Even in Canaan, the only 
land he ever owned was a burial place. 
3) “Into the land that I will show 
thee.” He was not told what or where 
the land was. ‘‘Ile went out not know- 


ing whither he went’ (Heb. 11:8). 
While he dwelt in tents during his 
earthly sojourn, yet “he looked for a 
city which hath foundations whose 
builder and maker is God’’ (Heb. 8:10). 
And thus he was a typical believer 


called out from his family and country, 
and renouncing idolatry, he walked 
by faith, testifying to his and succeeding 


generations the faithfulness of God. 
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It costs to obey God, but there is an 


abundant recompense. 


3. What God Promised to Him 
(Gen. 12:2, 3). 
(1) To be the father of a great 


posterity (v. 2). This has been litcially 
fulfilled. So far as the lineal descendents 
of Abraham are concerned, his posterity 


is great, but his spiritual sced is almcst 


numberless. We are all children of 
Abraham by faith. (2) To have a 
great name (v. 2). No name in all 


history equals that of Abrakam in its 
honorable influence. His is the name 
of honor among Jews, Mohammedans 
and Christians. They all acknowledge 
him as father. (3) A blessing to others 
(vv. 2, 3). He was not only to become 
great and share God’s blessings, but to 
be a blessing to others. He has become 
a blessing to countless multitudes. 
This is the prevailing law of the spiritual 
life—being blessed to be a_ blessing. 


He was not to go out primarily for 
what he could get but for what he 
could do. The minister and missionary 


forget their own personal blessings in the 
supreme joy of their converts who are 
the fruits of their labors. Those who 
respond to this law of the spiritual life 
become the very touchstone of God, 
so precious to Him that He will bless 
those who bless them and curse those 
who curse them. God makes common 
cause with His people. So _ vitally 

He one with His people that it is a 
serious thing to mistreat them. To 
maltreat God’s children is to lift the 
hand against God. No one who goes 
against Him can prosper. Not only 
is this so with reference to wilful acts 
against His children, but neglect or 
refusal to do good to them. Christ 
regards all acts for or against them as 
for or against Him. 

4. His Obedience (Gen. 12:4-6). 
Abraham fully obeyed God. At His 
call he departed, went out not knowing 
whither he went. He was a typical 
believer in that he was called out from 
his own family. He walked by faith, 
not knowing whither. He renounced 
indolence, indulgence and idolatry. He 
separated himself for testimony by his 
altars of witness. He entered into 
Canaan and accepted a pilgrim life as 
a stranger and sojourner but, as a result 
of this, he enjoyed a progressive revela- 
tion, each appearing of God to him 
being a fuller disclosure of Himself.

“Bring ye the whole tithe into the 
store-house, that there may be food 
in my house, and prove me now here- 
with, saith Jehovah of hosts, if I will 
not open you the windows of heaven, 
and pour you out a blessing that 
there shall not be room enough to 
receive it’’—Malachi 3:10, R. V. 

A wonderful promise, but accompanied 
by an insistent condition! God will do 
something if Israel will do something— 
and Israel must act first. 

One word in the center of this text, 
often omitted when it is quoted, is its 
key word, the very pivot upon which the 
whole verse turns. dt is the word 
“herewith.” “Prove me now herewith, 
saith Jehovah.” 

There are many ways in which Israel 
might prove God, or put His promise to 
the test. But here one way in particular 
is indicated, namely, fidelity in giving to 
God the prescribed 
tithe or tenth of their 
material substance. 
Because of their care- 
less neglect or selfish 
withholding of ‘‘the 
whole tithe’ the di- 
vine blessing had 
been withdrawn, to 
their great spiritual 
and temporal loss. 

But let us remem- 
ber that this passage, 
as a part of the per- 
manent Word of God, 
is for the people of 
God today no less 
than for those of 
Malachi’s day. The 
idea that God no 
longer deals with His 
people in temporal 
affairs but only in 
spiritual matters, is 
quite current but 
surely unwarranted. 
Times have changed, 
but God has not changed, neither has His 
truth changed. Our physical actions, 
our daily walk and conversation, our 
money matters, all the practical affairs 
of everyday life have an intimate bearing 
upon our spiritual condition and welfare. 
Many a Christian has found himself 
losing out in his spiritual life without 
being aware that the loss was to be 
traced to failure in some practical duty 
or relationship of his daily life which he 
was disposed to regard as trivial. 





Perhaps some reader of these lines is 
conscious that he is not enjoying the 
fullest blessing of the Lord in his soul. 
Let him stop and consider what may be 
the reason. It may, indeed, be neglect 
of the Word or of prayer, or something 
pertaining to what we term the spiritual 
realm. But may it not be just what it 
was with Israel in this instance— 
unfaithfulness regarding his material dues 
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to the Lord, selfishness or stinginess in 
the use of money? 

Is it not impressive how often Jesus 
referred to money and material posses- 
sions? Think of His admonitions, ‘‘Lay 
not up for yourselves treasures on earth, 
and ‘‘Make to yourselves friends of the 
mammon of unrighteousness’; His para- 
ble of the rich fool, with its caution 
against hoarding; His remark about 
“the deceitfulness of riches;’’ His sitting 
over against the treasury and watching 
the gifts that were cast in; His dealing 
with the rich young ruler, whose use of 
his money the Master made the test of 
his discipleship. 

The truth is that to many a Christian 
man today Christ is still applying this 
same touchstone of monev as a test of 
loyalty, and that many a man otherwise 
true to His Lord is falling down before this 
test.

In the light of crying needs and golden 
opportunities in God's work in the home 
and foreign fields, it is a solemn thing to 
fail Him in the vital stewardship of finan- 
cial means. And this solemnity is the 
greater because that in addition to the 
irreparable loss involved to the precious 
work of winning souls to Christ there is 
also entailed such serious loss of spiritual 
blessing and reward to those who with- 
hold from the Lord the portion due Him 
in grateful recognition of His grace and 
bounty. 


If some such one will this moment take 
the step of bringing the whole tithe— 
whatever that may mean-—into God’s 
storehouse and ‘prove him now here- 
with,’ he will discover that God’s hand 
is already upon the latch, and immediate- 
'y the windows of heaven will swing open 
and down will pour a blessing that will 
fill to the full his own heart and overflow 
to others on every hand.

Ata recent united confe:ence 
of native Christians from the several mis- 
sions in that neglected field 3,300 were in 
attendance, the largest gathering Mr.

Rev. W. C. Bell ('06), American 
Board, Angola, writes, July 18,  aloard 
ship bound from Portugal to Argola. 
He speaks of the low moral and spi: itual 
conditions in Portugal and the fine work 
of the Bible Society colporteurs ‘here. 
He returns to a big task in a larg~ dis- 
trict of Angola assigned to him. _ here 
are 1,200 church members sca’ ‘ered 
among 60 outstations in addition the 
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cen cr. More than 6,000 are enrolled in 
schools. He directs the work of a large 
nat.ve staff in evangelistic and school 
wo: ., while also planning extension work 
into new territory. 

Titus M. Johnson ('18), Swedish 
Evangelical Free Church, Congo Belge, 
is t) e pioneer of a new mission which his 
church is planting in one of the darkest 
spot in Africa. He has traveled widely 
for tree years in Congo Belge, into Sudan 
and across Kamerun and French Congo. 
The :eld finally chosen is the northwest- 
ern ner of Congo, on both Belgian and 
French territory. He writes: “I am 
opening up a new station at Karawa 
among a very wild people. Some six 
montis ago thirty-two women and chil- 


dren were killed and eaten at a single 
cannibal feast in a village only half an 
hours walk from here. Five days south 
the people live out in the swamps where 
it is almost impossible to reach them. 
They build their houses on poles, and the 
only way of getting from one hut to an 
other is by a small canoe holding one man 
only. They are fierce fighters and most 
of them are as yet not subdued. Yet 
these savages are not too wild to listen 
to the zospel and great interest is already 
being shewn, some chiefs begging eagerly 
for the missionary to come among 
them 


8B. I. MISSIONARY SAILINGS

M. B. I. upon world evangelization may 
be gathered from the fact that during the 
last complete school year ending in Aug- 
ust, 1923, our records show that 54 
M. B. I. students sailed for foreign 
fields.

December 1 (Saturday) Acts 6:7-15. 
\nd Stephen, full of grace and power, 
wrought great wonders and signs among 
the people.’”’ Two gifts which helped 
Stephen to work wonders and signs are 
mentioned here—grace and power. Grace 
means the enjoyment of the power of 
God and this made him very attractive 
—‘All . . . in the council : 
saw his face as it had been the face of 
an angel.’’ He was full of this grace. 
He was also full of power, and this was 
the secret of his miracles, wrought not 
merely at the close of his ministry but 
continuously. We also may become 
full of grace and power by gift from the 
same Master who endowed Stephen. 


December 2 (Sunday) Joe] 2:28-32. 
“And it shall come to pass afterward, 
that I will pour out my spirit upon all 
flesh; and your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy, your old men_ shall 
dream dreams, your young men shall 
see. visions.” These words refer to the 
fact that was realized at Pentecost, 
that when the Spirit came, He would 
rouse men and women, old and young, 
to strike forward into the pathway of 
heavenly improvement. But there are 
many things that resist the Spirit. When 
Dante began the ascent of the hill of 
vision and light, three beasts were in 
his path: the lion, the panther, and the 
she-wolf. These typified respectively 
pride, luxury, avarice. 
December 3 (Monday) Acts 8:1-8. 
“They therefore that were scattered 
abroad went about preaching the word.” 
Persecution is always followed by the 
spreading of the kingdom. The more 
we suffer for something, the dearer it 
becomes. Sothe members of the church 
at Jerusalem scattered abroad throughout 
the region of Judaea and Samaria were 
glad to ‘‘bring the good tidings of Jesus” 
(as ‘“‘preaching the word’’ means) to 
the people in those countries. Martyrs 
of all ages have ever considered it a joy 
to suffer for conscience sake, so these 
followers of Jesus were glad to carry 
the gospel and tell about it wherever 
they went. 


December 4 (Tuesday) Acts 8:26-38. 
“Then Philip opened his mouth and 
began at the same scripture, and preached 
unto him Jesus.’’ Philip and Stephen 
belonged to the seven who were chosen 
and appointed to assist the apostles in 
carrying on the work of their Master. 
Stephen was full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghost, and consequently of great power 
as a preacher. After his martyr death, 
his mantle seemed to fall on Philip 
and here in our reading today you have 
a picture of a model preacher and a model 
hearer. It is the business of most of us 
to hear the Word. How shall we hear? 
Imitate him who is described in our 
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reading. He was humble and wished to 
learn. He was in earnest and he was 
sincere. 
December 5 (Wednesday) Acts 9:1-8. 
“Loid, what wilt thou have me to do? 
. . . Arise and go it shall 
be told thee what thou must do.’’ Some 
one has divided men into two classes 
the workers and the shirkers. Perhaps 
a third class should be added to take 
in those who want to work, provided 
there is something to do which is really 
worth while. To which class do you 
belong? If to the third class this is your 
text. It puts Paul in strong contrast 
to the ordinary Christian. The latter 
is always asking Jesus for help in this or 
that emergency; and it is right and proper 
that he should; but the ‘‘Pauls’’ do not 
ask Christ for help, but rather for some 
work to do for Him, and like the apostle, 
some task is set them speedily and un- 
mistalekly. 





December 6 (Thursday) Acts 11:5-18. 

‘“‘What God hath cleansed, that call 
not thou common.’”’ The early church 
had many things to learn. One lesson 
was given at Joppa, that the gospel was 
to be given freely to the Gentiles as well 
as to the Jews. We might think that 
the Gentiles themselves might well have 
learned the same lesson, but indeed they 
did not, because world-wide missionary 


‘effort on the part of the whole church 


is a comparatively recent activity. It is 
astonishing that many Christians are 
still ignorant of the plain teaching of the 
Scripture upon this matter. We must 
be, however, tireless and_ incorrigible 
evangelists, for only so can we show that 
we have learned our lesson. 
December 7 (Friday) Acts 11:19 -30. 
“And some of them were men of Cy- 
press and Cyrene, which, when they were 
come to Antioch, spake unto the Grecians, 
preaching the Lord Jesus.’’ These men 
of Cypress and Cyrene do not seem to 
have been officers of the church. They 
were laymen, as we call them today. 
Antioch was their first preaching place 
and they preached with such power 
because ‘‘the hand of the Lord’”’ was so 
with them, that a great number believed 
and turned unto the Lord. Surely there 
is a call to all in our churches to do home 
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mission work whenever and wherever 


the opportunity presents itself. 
LCecember 8 (Saturday) Acts 13:1-15. 
“Then, when they had fasted and 
prayed and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away. So they, being 
sent forth by the Holy Spirit went. 
Every church ought to be a 
missionary church. No church can live 
that refuses to hear the command to go 
to work. A minister must have a special 
call. He must greatly desire to lead men 
to Christ, have natural gifts for preach- 
ing, and be willing to go wherever there 
is work to be done. By waiting on the 
Lord they can discover whether called. 
Each man is called to some special work. 
First the Holy Spirit chooses His agents; 
the church appoints them, and the man 
is sent out with his commission. 


Decemter 9 (Sunday) Psalm 96:1-8. 
“For all the gods of the nations are 
idols; but Jehovah made the heavens.’ 
The contrast in the verse is very striking. 
The gods of the peoples are idols, that 
is, they are powerless things of nought, 
even non-existent. Anything made of 
wood or stone does not live. But our 
He made the 
man 


God is supreme over all; 
heavens. Man makes idols, but 
cannot make any of the works of creation. 
Our God made us living beings, very 
different from idols. So it is only right 
for us to worship Him; to sing a new song 
to Him; to show forth His salvation 
from day to day.

Everywhere you meet men and women 
and enter into conversation with them 
some phase of the Macedonian cry is sure 
to come up, for men and women every- 
where are asking for what they have not. 
Now what are we doing about it today? 
Do we sit by indifferently or else extend 
Christ’s message with all our might? 
December 11 (Tuesday) Acts 16:11-18. 

‘And we sat down and spake unto the 
women which resorted thither. And a 
certain woman attended unto 
the things which were spoken of Paul.” 
The first congregation on European 
soil to listen to the gospel message, was 
a congregation of women. The first 
convert in Europe was a woman. The 
first to offer hospitality to a Christian 
preacher, was a woman, and the first 
person to profit in Europe by a miracle 
“certain damsel possessed with a 
spirit of divination.”’ If you will look 
into your missionary history, you will 
find what an important part women 
have had in disseminating the gospel. 


December 12 (Wednesday) Acts 17:1-

“These that have turned the world 
upside down. ‘ Christianity 
changes everything. The people of 


Thessalonica evidently had heard rumors 
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of Christianity and the way it was 
spreading among Jews and Gentiles, 
but they were not ready to receive the 
word as it would overturn their idolatry 
and immorality and make them give 
up their superstitions. This did not 
appeal to them. Neither did they relish 
the idea of a king in place of Caesar. 
Notice that the Jews accused Paul and 
his companion of a_ political offense 
similar to the crime of which Jesus was 
before Pilate—treason against 
We ought to follow Paul's

December 13 (Thursday) Acts 17:22-34. 

“And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men "The revisers 
have dropped out the word blood, be- 
cause it does not occur in the Greek, and 
have translated the verse ‘“‘Hath made 
of one.’”’ This rendering means that 
the apostle was thinking not so much 
of the character of the unity, as of the 
fact itself. The context tells us that 
Paul had been speaking of ,the unity of 
God. There is only one God and He has 
made all things, and humanity is also 
one; there is after all only one human 
race upon earth, broken up, it is true, 
into nations, and yet these are all to 
live together. 


December 14 (Friday) Acts 26:19-29. 

“Whereupon, O King Agrippa, I was 
not disobedient to the heavenly vision.” 
These words were spoken twenty-seven 
years after Jesus appeared to Paul on 
the Damascus road. That vision gave 
a divine attitude to Paul’s mind. Through 
all the changes of the years it had lead 
him on and he was able to say that he 
had not been disobedient to it. If you 
will but read your Gospels prayerfully 
and attentively, you will find rising 
upon you the same Jesus whom Paul 
beheld. He will reorganize your life, 
if you will let Him. He will give you a 
new goal, a new system of ethics, a new 
power. 

December 15 (Saturday) Acts 27:14-26. 

“Whose I am, whom also I serve.”” A 
very bold statement of Paul’s religion. 
It covers the ground wonderfully, telling 
in whom he believes, and also that he is 
woiking for this God who sent His angel 
in the night watches to encourage him. 
It is a good thing to publicly confess our 
Saviour. Every time we do it we become 
stronger Christians. Paul had probably 
been experiencing fear before the appear- 
ance of the angel. He was not a stranger 
to fear, and he was not afraid to own 
this in his letters, but he knew that by 
praying, he would be able to conquer 
his fears. 

December 16 (Sunday) Romans 10:8- 
1S: 

“How beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace and bring 
glad tidings of things.’’ Paul’s 
desire and prayer to God for Israel is 
that they might be saved. He tells them 
that in order to be saved they must 
believe with the heart unto righteousness 
and confess with the mouth unto salva- 
tion. But he exhorts the Romans to 
send preachers that they may _ believe 
and not be ashamed. With sucha mission 
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gospe! of peace, and bring glad tidings 
of goo things. The ‘‘tidings’” means 
“Thy od reigneth.” 


Decen:ber 17 (Monday) Isaiah 9:1-7. 

“The Prince of Peace.’’ What is the 
peace of which Christ is the Prince? 
What (id the angels promise on Christ- 
mas m rning? What did our Lord mean 
when |'e bequeathed His peace as His 
legacy to the church? For one thing 
it is not the world’s peace—an equilib- 
jum of antagonistic elements; but it is 
a real ‘Larmony among God’s children. 
And how does He give it? Again, not 
as the world gives, for a consideration, 
because the world gives nothing for 
nothing; but the Lord gives all for love. 
He wil! bestow peace upon the nations 
that desire it and upon individuals as 
well. 
December 18 (Tuesday) Isaiah 11:1-10. 

“A little child shall lead them.’’ This 
chapter gives us a description of what 
the world will be when all God’s purposes 
for man’s salvation have been thoroughly 
worked out. One of the prophecies is 
contained in our text. It was in part 
fulfilled when Jesus came to this world 
as a little child, not merely to save us, 
but to lead us. For, as the Lord Himself 
said, ‘except ye be converted, and 
become as little children, ye shall not 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.” 
We must then follow the child as exem- 
glified in Jesus. 
December 19 (Wednesday) Psalm 2: 

1-12 

“Why do the heathen rage, and the 
people imagine a vain thing?’ In 
Browning’s poem ‘‘A Soul’s Tragedy” 
the last words spoken by Ogniben, the 
Pope’s legate, is the caustic remark, 
“I have known four-and-twenty leaders 
of revolts.”’ If you will look into your 
history you will find far more than four- 
and-twenty leaders of revolt against 
God—against His word, His covenants, 
His will, His church, His kingdom. 
They have one and all resulted in nothing. 
It would seem, therefore, that all such 
rebellions are predoomed to failure. 


December 20 (Thursday) Isaiah 2:1-5. 
“They shall beat their swords into 
ploughshares, and their spears into 
pruning hooks: nation shall not lift 
up sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more.’ Isaiah lived 
inone of the darkest and most disturbed 
times ever experienced by the people of 
God; a time of war and violence and 
cruelty and defection and faithlessness. 
Yet God gave him a vision of a coming 
time when war would not be known any 
more. We are hearing on every hand 
today schemes and plans for the ending 
ofwar. (This millennial condition can- 
not be until Jesus Christ returns to in- 
troduce it.—Editors.) 
December 21 (Friday) Daniel 2:36-45. 
“And in the days of these kings shall 
the God of heaven set up a kingdom 
which shall never be destroyed.” The 
kingdom that shall never be destroyed 
isthe chiei topic of the book of Daniel. 
Daniel in vision sees one great earthly 
kingdom ise after the other only to 
perish and become a memory. But one

kingdom remains victorious and progres- 
sive towering in majesty high above the 
wrecks of time. The secret of its re- 
maining is in the fact that it embodies 
eternal things; it is the kingdom of God; 
the kingdom of heaven; the kingdom of 
His Son; the kingdom of love; the king- 
dom of grace. (This kingdom cannot be 
realized until Jesus Christ the heir to it 
will come back to claim it.—Editors.) 


December 22 (Saturday) Luke 2:8-20. 


“Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will toward men.”’ 
There have been historical scourges of 
mankind—war, pestilence and famine 
—wa1 is the worst because it is generally 
followed by the other two. But with 
the advent of Jesus Christ a new spirit 
came into the world. The herald angels 
sang ‘‘Peace on earth’; the greatest 
beatitude of Jesus is for the peace- 
makers; and the foremost apostle exhorts 
the people of Christ to keep the unity 
of the spirit in the bond of peace. This 
spirit of peace is our spirit. If we make 
a brave attempt to live up to it, we shall 
be doing our part for the world’s peace. 


December 23 (Sunday) Psalm 72:1-8. 

“He shall have dominion also from 
sea to sea, and from the river unto the 
ends of the earth.’”’ The seas here may 
have referred to the Mediterranean and 
Red Sea or Indian Ocean, but it more 
probably has a general meaning—as 
far as the land extends. This surely 
covers the whole earth. The river was 
the Euphrates; ‘‘the ends of the earth,”’ 
the uttermost parts of the earth, are 
the remotest parts of the world. There 
is no limit to this. The whole world 
belongs to God. May we have a part 
in the extension of His dominion. 


December 24 (Monday) Genesis 17:1-8. 

“‘An everlasting covenant.”’ The cov- 
enant is the promise made by the AI- 
mighty God to Abraham. The _par- 
ticulars of the covenant are unfolded in 
verses 4 to 8. Abraham is to be a father 
to many nations; kings are to be among 
his descendants; God is to be his God and 
the God of his descendants; and the 
land of Canaan is to be his everlasting 
possession, and that of his posterity. 
Now, evidently some of these prophecies 
were fulfilled, and some quite as evi- 
dently, not fulfilled. What then? Shall 
we cast out the prophecy as unfulfilled 
or false? 


December 25 (Tuesday) Isaiah 62:1-12. 


“Go through, go through the gates; 
prepare ye the way of the people; cast 
up, cast up the highway; gather out the 
stones; lift up a standard for the people.” 
On Christmas Day it is a good thing to 
think about the joy of serving the Christ 
whom God hath given to us. Our text 
is a fine description of such service. 
It calls upon us to be ‘‘way-makers”’ for 
the Saviour of Bethlehem. Build up 
the high road, it calls to us; take away 
all the stumbling blocks; lift up the 
standards, so that all the people can 
find the way that leads to Jesus Christ. 


December 26 (Wednesday) Micah 
4:1-7. 
“But in the last days it shall come to 
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pass. .’ Every one of the prophets 
has his own vision of the latter days, 
and the visions are all different, accord- 
ing to the time in which the prophet 
lived, because our visions of the ideal 
are always shaped by the real in which 
we live. What then does Micah see? 
Religion is the center and origin of all. 
It compels the attention of all men be- 
cause of its justice and righteousness. 
Are we any nearer the vision today than 
was Micah 2,000 years ago? This vision 
will not be realized in the latter days, 
but in a period following them.—Editors. 


December 27 (Thursday) John 1:1-14. 


‘The Word became flesh.’’ In these 
words we have related one of the most 
stupendous facts contained in Scripture 
—-the fact that God became man. Why 
was this? Was it not that there might 
be as complete identification as possible 
of God and man? God, in the person 
of Christ, would fathom the deepest 
depths of sin and suffering in order to 
save man. The text therefore expresses 
a profound truth, and yet one that 
touches us with a sense of the infinite 
sympathy and love of God. Let us 
ponder its meaning as in these days we 
think on the cradle of Bethlehem. Let 
us do more than stand in awe of so great 
a statement; let us take Christ as a 
Brother and Saviour and yield ourselves 
to His holy will. 


December 28 (Friday) Matthew 28:16- 
20. 

“And, lo, I am with you alway.” 
The marginal reading of the Revised 
Version is not only an exact translation 
of the original Greek but a most beau- 
tiful thought as well. It is ‘‘Lo, I am 
with you all the days.”’ Every day 
then, our Saviour has promised to be 
with us. Dark days and bright; days 
of rain and of fair weather; days of joy 
and days of sorrow; days of sickness 
and days of health; days of youth and 
days of age; no matter how the days 
may be, the dear Lord Christ has prom- 
ised to go with us. 


December 29 (Saturday) Acts 13:1-15. 


“And when they had fasted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away.’’ Antioch, where 
this took place, was the mother of for- 
eign missions. From Jerusalem the 
gospel had spread, as we are informed 
in Acts 11:19, even as far as Damascus 
and Cypress, but this diffusion, extensive 
though it was, was due to persecutions 
arising at the time of Stephen’s death, 
rather than to any concerted thought of 
evangelizing the Gentiles. But Antioch 
was the home base of its first missionary 
movement, and the church in that place 
was the first to commission missionaries 


to lands across the sea. Here is an 
example every church should try to 
imitate. 


December 30 (Sunday) Titus 2:11-14. 

“The grace of God hath appeared, 
bringing salvation to all men, instructing 
us to the intent that, denying ungodli- 
ness and worldly lusts, we should live 
soberly and righteously and godly in 
this present world; looking for the blessed 
hope and appearing of the glory of our 
great God and Saviour Jesus Christ.” 
(The blessing set forth in this passage is 
“the appearing of the glory of our great 
God and Saviour Jesus Christ”’ at the time 
of His revelation in His second coming. 
The grace of God by which believers are 
saved instructs us that they should live 
soberly, righteously and godly in this pres- 
ent world in view of that appearing; and the 
process or method of this living is denying 
ungodliness and worldly lusts.—Editors. ) 
December 31 (Monday) Genesis 12:1- 

9; 18:17-19. 
““Get thee out of thy country. 

So Abram went. Being sure that God 
was calling him, Abram answers imme- 
diately. Of course, he was abandoning 
his country in the hope of getting a 
better, which seems to have been an 
ordinary motive of his day. There is 
sufficient inducement to obey God 
because He never is unreasonable in 
His demands. No man was ever com- 
manded or required to do anything which 
it was not to his advantage to do. Abram 
put himself at God’s disposal and was 
called the father of the faithful.

REV. B. B. SUTCLIFFE’S WORK 
A 1904 Institute graduate, a successful 
pastor, then Superintendent of Men in 
the Institute, and later a Bible teacher 
under the Extension Department until 
his health required a more settled em- 
ployment, Mr. Sutcliffe has for the past 
two years been pastor of Calvary Pres- 
byterian Church, Portland, Ore. 


Besides the customary church services, 
Mr. Sutcliffe has been conducting six 
interdenominational Bible classes weekly, 
known as the Portland Union Bible 
classes. 

In a recent letter he says: 

“The work here is going on very 
encouragingly. We are offering a course 
in the New Testament on Sunday after- 
noons. The past two years we have come 
as far as Hebrews, in which book we 
now are. On Tuesday nights we have a 
course in the Old Testament and have 
come as far as First Samuel.

Wednesday afternoons we have been 
taking particular books and just at 
present are taking the Minor Prophets. 
Then I have been giving an hour for the 
Sunday-school Lessons at which there 
is an attendance of between fifty-five 
and sixty-five Sunday-school teachers. 
This latter is a most valuable class. 
Friday afternoons I have thirty or more 
high school boys and girls who are just 





now intensely interested in a study of 
Mark’s Gospel. Thursday is set aside for 
prayer and of course I preach on Sundays. 
The schedule is heavy, but the Lord has 
wonderfully sustained and given strength 
so that I am in good physical condition; 
perhaps better than for several years. 

“Remember me to the folks at the 
Institute. We never pass a day without 
engaging in prayer for you all and the 
work there ”’
